JACK'S IN THE DECK Comes Up Aces In Futurity S. G2 


Two-year-old JACK'S IN THE DECK, from the second crop of graded stakes winner LOVE OF MONEY, 
broke his maiden in his second start by posting a dominating 4-length score in the historic $150,000 
Futurity S.-G2 at six furlongs on Sunday, July 3 at Belmont F^rk. 

The Skeedattle Stable-owned runner has "been getting better as he's trained, and we all felt like going 
longer would be better for him," said winning conditioner Robin Graham. Out of the Partner's Flero mare 
Thracian, and closely related to multiple stakes winner Spirited Game, Jack's in the Deck was entered in the 
Futurity off a second-place finish in his debut at Delaware Park on May 25. 

Jack's in the Deck is the second stakes horse for Love of Money from 17 starters. A quality miler. Love of 
Money was able to extend his speed in his stakes debut by blasting to the front of the 1 1/8 mi. Pennsyl¬ 
vania Derby-G2 and drawing off to win by nearly 9 lengths. The son of Not For Love won four times in 10 
starts, from 6 fur. to 1 1/8 mi., by an average margin of nearly 7 lengths, earning $602,705.

USDA FILES FINAL

The USDA certified no new virus 
confirmations from its previous report, 
prompting the final bulletin on June 
23. A total of 90 confirmed EHV-1 
or EHM cases were reported in 10 
states—Ari 2 ona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, New Mexico, Nevada, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, Utah and Washington. Of 
those, 54 affected horses had attended 
the National Cutting Horse Association 
Western National Championship in 
Ogden, Utah, from April 29 to May 8. 

The American Horse Council 
praised “timely efforts by industry 
groups, USDA and state animal health 
officials in mitigating the health and 
economic impacts” of the outbreak. 

Despite resolution of the EHV-1/ 
EHM incident, the USDA urged horse 
handlers to maintain responsible prac¬ 
tices. 


in 19 starts, Duke of Magenta totaled 15 
victories, three seconds and a third and 
145,412 in purses. 

Foaled in 1875 at the famed Woodburn 
Stud near Lexington, Ky, Duke of Magenta 
was a tight bay standing 16 hands. As a 
3-year-old, he won 11 of 12 starts for 
owner George L. Lorillard and trainer 
Robert Wyndham Walden. 

After Duke of Magenta’s 3-year-old 
season, Pierre Lorillard bought the colt 
from his brother and sent him to race in 
England. But Duke of Magenta became 
iU on the voyage, never raced again and 
remrned to the states for smd duty. 

Barnes began riding in the mid-1880s, 
when African-American jockeys ruled the 
sport. In 1888, he rode 206 winners, a total 
then unprecedented in North America; his 
closest rival, George Covington, had 95 
victories. 

Barnes won with 33 percent of his 
mounts that year and electrified the racing 
public in the Coney Island Jockey Club’s 
inaugural Futurity at Sheepshead Bay. With 
a monstrous $40,900 winner’s purse, the 
Futurity became the richest sporting event 
ever held in the US. Barnes, on favored 
Proctor Knott, battled Salvator and jockey 
Tony Hamilton in the six-furlong sprint for 


2-year-olds. Proctor Knott persevered for 
a half-length victory in one of the most 
notable races of the 19th century. 

Barnes repeated as North America’s 
leading jockey in 1889 with 170 wins (25.8 
percent) but after 1891 became a fringe fig¬ 
ure in the sport and died in 1908 at age 37. 

Trainer Byrnes took his first steps into 
racing’s upper echelon in 1881 with Parole 
and conditioned two other future HaU of 
Famers the ensuing decade: Salvator and 
Firenze. 

As an 8-year-old, Parole won 12 of 24 
starts for Byrnes and followed that with 15 
wins and 18 other in-the-money finishes 
among 42 starts in 1882 and 1883. 

For powerful owner James Ben Ati 
Haggin, Byrnes trained Salvator to a 19-16- 
1-1 record. In two of his victories, the 
4-year-old colt set American speed records 
at eight and 10 furlongs. 

Firenze won 47 races for Byrnes from 
1886 to 1891 and was in the money 77 
times in 82 starts. The mare regularly 
defeated males, beating Hall of Famer 
Hanover at three distances and twice best¬ 
ing HaU of Famer Kingston, whose 89 
victories remain a Thoroughbred-racing 
record. 


BREEDERS’ CUP ADDS 
JUVENILE SPRINT RACE 


T he Breeders’ Cup has announced the 
addition of the Juvenile Sprint to 
its World Championships program 
beginning this year at Churchill Downs. 

Open to 2-year-old colts, geldings and 
fillies, the $500,000 JuvenUe Sprint wiU 
span six furlongs on the dirt and feature a 
14-horse timit. It becomes the 15th race of 
the two-day, $26 miUion Breeders’ Cup 
World Championships, to be held Friday, 
November 4, and Saturday, November 5. 
The new race wUl be run on the Friday 
card. 

The JuvenUe Sprint was developed by 
the Breeders’ Cup Wagering Committee, 
chaired by David WUtinot, and its Racing 
and Nominations Committee, chaired by 
Clem Murphy. 

“Our goal in the Wagering Committee 
focused on creating a Breeders’ Cup race 


that would generate not only betting inter¬ 
est for the public but also provide an 
additional opportunity for the 2-year-old 
crop from which our owners and breed¬ 
ers could benefit,” said WUlmot. “A six- 
furlong sprint race for juvenUes has the 
potential to provide highly competitive 
fields in this new division.” 

The World Championships program 
last expanded in 2008, when the number 
of races grew from 11 to 14 for the 25 th 
running, held that year at Santa Anita Park. 

Total purses this year wUl remain at 
$26 mUtion, including those for undercard 
races both days. The purse of the 2011 
Sentient Jet Breeders’ Cup Sprint wUl be 
reduced from $2 miUion to $1.5 miUion.

M id-Atlantic Thoroughbred, the 
monthly magazine pubhshed by 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, received five 2010 citations 
for editorial content, advertising design 
and photography at the annual American 
Horse Publications competition. 

Michele MacDonald won first prize in 
the class of news reporting: related fea- 
mre story (print) for her article, “Racing's 
Fumre Is On the Table," published in June. 
The far-reaching piece examined the then- 
pending addition of casino table games in 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
and its impact on racing in the Mid- 
Atlantic and beyond. 

“The article is extremely well-report¬ 
ed," the judges concluded. “No small detail 
is overlooked in exposing the big picture." 

MacDonald's was judged best of 16 
entries. 



Don CHppinger took second prize 
in the category with his piece, “Far 
From Rosy in the Garden State," which 
appeared in the November issue. “A won¬ 
derful yarn, the story brings history to 
life and also explains the importance of 
the Meadowlands to New Jersey and the 
industry," the judges noted. 

Sean Clancy received an honorable 
mention for “Lookin' For a Luckier 
Outcome in the Preakness," published in 
July. The article was deemed “punchy, fun 
and a riveting read.

MEDICATION SUMMIT: TALK BUT LIHLE ACTION 


T he international summit on race- 
day medication, held June 13-14 at 
Belmont Park, brought illuminating 
discourse by industry leaders worldwide 
but no recommendations for reforming 
horse racing drug policies in the U.S. 

The “International Summit on Race 
Day Medication, EIPH and the Race 
Horse" offered broad insights on aspects 
related to use of the anti-bleeder medica¬ 
tion furosemide. The United States is the 
only racing jurisdiction worldwide that 
allows race-day use of furosemide, known 
by the brand names Lasix and SaHx. 

Nonetheless, the summit's inabihty 
to foster definitive direction drew some 
unease in tight of pending federal legisla¬ 
tion that would prohibit performance¬ 
enhancing drugs in horse racing. 

“The summit represents a new begin¬ 
ning and a new opportunity to begin a 
journey," said Dr. Scott Palmer, racing 
committee chairman for the American 
Association of Equine Practitioners 
(AAEP). “I sensed a spirit of consensus 
that our problems are real, and medication 
is one of them. . . We have the opportu¬ 
nity to use this summit as a springboard to 
develop actions to address these issues." 


To that end, the Racing Medication 
and Testing Consortium (RMTC), a col¬ 
lective of 25 racing-industry stakeholders, 
is charged with developing and promoting 
uniform medication rules, policies and 
testing standards as well as coordinating 
research and implementing education pro¬ 
grams. The RMTC board had scheduled 
its first such meeting in July. 

Summit presenters praised furosemide 
as the most effective medication in sup¬ 
pressing bleeding and as an antidote to the 
development of more serious lung-related 
illnesses. They added that it does not mask 
the presence of other drugs. 

Certain prominent trainers — Graham 
Motion, Christophe Clement and Richard 
Mandella among them—defended the use 
of furosemide as an essential race-day 
medication and said that even star-quality 
horses couldn't run without it. Foreign- 
based racing executives, veterinarians and 
trainers countered by explaining how they 
keep bleeders racing absent race-day med¬ 
ication. They cited, among other drugs, 
use of the bronchodilator clenbuterol, 
which is used in the U.S. 

Use of furosemide varies worldwide. 
Hong Kong, which sent representatives to 
the summit, pawntts it neither for whiw^ 


nor racing; in England and Ireland, for 
example, horses can train but not race on 
it. Practitioners from these countries said 
that chronic bleeders typically are retired 
or sold to race in the U.S. 

“The summit is not intended to serve 
as a debate on the efficacy of current 
U.S. medication pohcies, but as a frank 
exchange of ideas and experiences from 
professionals all around the globe," said 
opening-day moderator Dr. Robert Lewis, 
former AAEP president. “I think every¬ 
one present today feels more knowledge¬ 
able about the issues currently at hand." 

Congress this spring introduced a bi¬ 
partisan bill, the Interstate Horseracing 
Improvement Act of 2011, that would 
ban any performance-enhancing drugs 
(furosemide included), subject horse 
racing to the zero-tolerance drug stan¬ 
dards imposed by other major sports and 
require race tracks to enact minimum 
penalties for violators. 

In April, the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International Inc. (RCI) 
recommended a medication ban phased 
in over five years. The RCI, AAEP and 
RMTC organized the two-day medication 
summit.

FRAVEL NAMED CEO OF 
BREEDERS’ CUP LTD. 


D el Mar Thoroughbred Club executive 
Craig Fravel has been named presi¬ 
dent and chief executive officer of 
Breeders’ Cup Ltd. 

As former president and general man¬ 
ager of the Del Mar Thoroughbred Club, 
Fravel oversaw marked growth at the 
Southern California track, inspiring hope 
that he can effect similar initiatives at 
Breeders’ Cup Ltd. 

“We are proud to have selected one of 
the most talented, innovative and respected 
individuals in our business to take the 
reins,” said Breeders’ Cup chairman Tom 
Ludt. “Craig’s value as a leader and exper¬ 
tise in so many areas will be a terrific asset 
to our company in the expanded global 
universe of the Breeders’ Cup.” 

Under Fravel, 54, Del Mar reahzed 
unprecedented growth as a national leader 
in daily average attendance and wager¬ 


ing handle during its heralded summer 
meeting. Fravel oversaw an $80 million 
reconstruction of the track’s grandstand 
in 1992-’93 and a |9 million installation of 
a newly engineered racing surface, com¬ 
pleted in 2007. 

He also sought to enhance customer 
experience, incorporating a program of 
music and entertainment at Del Mar, which 
helped increase its fan base. 

“This business begins and ends with the 
horses, and it is the charge of the Breeders’ 
Cup to make sure that our passion for 
breeding and racing is shared by the pub- 
hc,” Fravel said. 

At Del Mar, Fravel emerged as a versa¬ 
tile and respected racing-industry figure. He 
served as chairman of Southern California 
Off-Track Wagering Inc. and was chair¬ 
man of the statewide California Marketing 
Committee. He serves on the board of 


Equibase, the racing data provider for 
the Thoroughbred industry; the Racing 
and Medication Testing Consortium 
and the National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association, for which he had served as 
chairman. He is a member of The Jockey 
Club. 

Fravel joined Del Mar as executive 
vice-president in 1990 after speciali 2 ing 
in corporate law and finance as a law firm 
parmer. He was promoted to track presi¬ 
dent and GM in March 2010. 


WHITE PAPER 
ISSUED ON RACING 
SURFACES 

T he Racing Surfaces Committee, an 
arm of the Grayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation, has published 
a 34-page white paper that details what is 
known about training and racing surfaces. 

The document, drafted as a collection 
of published scientific papers and data, was 
designed to establish basehne principles in 
assessing the efficacy of racing surfaces. 
It was co-authored by Dr. Mick Peterson 
(University of Maine), Dr. C. Wayne 
Mcllwraith (Colorado State University), 
Dr. Lars Roepstorff (Swedish University 
of Agricultural Sciences), Dr. Jeffrey J. 
Thomason (University of Guelph) and 
Christie Mahaffey (University of Maine). 

“The fundamental issue behind doing 
this white paper was the fact that there 
has been limited academic study of race 
tracks,” Peterson said. “Veterinarians, engi¬ 
neers and soil scientists have all studied 
racing surfaces, but it has been a modest 
body of study. This paper will teU research¬ 
ers and scientists what we don’t know and 
confirm once again that actions taken to 
improve safety should be based on sound 
science and published research.” 

The white paper, according to Peterson, 
emphasizes that climate and maintenance 
represent a number of factors affecting 
the performance of a racing or training 
surface. 

“Our goal is to provide the best pos¬ 
sible information to the superintendents 
so they can make decisions based on sound 
test results,” Peterson said. 

Peterson and Mcllwraith coordinate 
the Racing Surfaces Testing Laboratory, 
formed in 2009 with financial aid from a 
broad industry coalition to enhance surface 
safety for horses and riders. 


THE STRONACH GROUP NETS 
Ml DEVELOPMENTS RACING ASSETS; 
PENN SELLS STAKE IN MJC 


T he Stronach Group announced 
on June 30 that it has acquired MI 
Developments Inc.’s racing and gam¬ 
ing assets, including those of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, as part of a reorganization 
approved by MID shareholders in March. 

Meanwhile, Penn National Gaming 
agreed to sell its stake in the MJC, opera¬ 
tor of Pimlico Race Course and Laurel 
Park, allowing Frank Stronach to regain 
sole ownership of the Maryland race 
tracks. Terms were not disclosed. 

The Stronach Group’s assets acquisi¬ 
tion required Stronach to cede control of 
Ontario-based MID. He had maintained 
57 percent of the voting stock in MID, 
a real estate company whose sharehold¬ 
ers growingly objected to bottom-fine 
weakness that Stronach’s racing interests 
effectuated. 

In addition to Pimlico, Laurel, the 
Bowie Training Center and accordant 
real estate. The Stronach Group acquired 
Santa Anita Park, Golden Gate Fields, 
Portland Meadows, Gulfstream Park and 
MID’s joint-venture interest in related 
retail development, and such technologi¬ 


cal assets as Xpressbet®, AmTote and 
MID’s joint-venmre interest in HRTV 

“We are fuUy committed to ensuring 
the success and profitability of our strong 
portfolio of racing and gaming opera¬ 
tions,” said Belinda Stronach, president 
and CEO of The Stronach Group. “We 
also look forward to working with the 
horse racing industry and all of its stake¬ 
holders to ensure the long-term success 
and viability of the industry.” 

Penn National’s divestiture of its MJC 
stake, also expected, ends a contentious 
one-year partnership. The casino and rac¬ 
ing giant had bought a 49 percent stake in 
the MJC in 2010 with aims of securing a 
slots license at Laurel Park, but the plan 
fizzled when Anne Arundel County voters 
affirmed The Cordish Companies’s bid 
to build a casino at Arundel Mills mall. 
The sale requires Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission approval, considered a formality. 

Penn National owns Hollywood 
Casino Perryville, a Maryland slots empo¬ 
rium that has grossed some $74 million in 
revenue since its September opening. 
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SENATE TARGETS SLAUGHTER; 
GAO ADVOCATES REFORMS 


T he U.S. Senate has introduced a bipar¬ 
tisan bill that would prohibit horse 
slaughter and the exportation of 
horses for that purpose. 

Meantime, an 18-month Government 
Accountabihty Office study has concluded 
that the 2007 cessation of domestic horse 
slaughter has had minimal effect on the 
number of horses being rendered while 
creating new protection-related challenges. 

The GAO report, titled “Horse Welfare: 
Action Needed to Address Unintended 
Consequences from Cessation of Domestic 
Slaughter,’’ followed a 2009 Congressional 
request to examine the issue. The findings 
were released late in June, some two weeks 
after the Senate proposed its legislation. 

Sponsors Mary Landrieu (D-La.) and 
Lindsey Graham (R-S.C.), who long have 
sought to minimize the inhumane effects 
of horse slaughter, reportedly had the 
bipartisan support of 14 co-sponsors. 

“As a lifelong horse lover and rider, 
this practice is appalling to me, and, more 
importantly, the majority of Americans 
oppose it,” Landrieu said. ‘We raise and 
train horses to trust us, perform for us, 
and allow us on their backs, and, as such, 
they deserve to be treated with human 
compassion. When horse owners are faced 
with the sad reality of having to put their 
animals down, it should be by humane 
euthanasia.” 

Despite the lack of a federal prohibi¬ 
tion, commercial horse slaughter in the 
U.S. essentially ended with the 2007 state- 
mandated closing of two slaughterhouses 
in Texas and one in Illinois. 

However, in a 63-page analysis, the 
GAO determined that the domestic 
slaughter market has changed without net 
benefit in four ensuing years. The find¬ 
ings revealed that the U.S. exported some 
138,000 slaughter horses to Canada and 


Mexico in 2010, nearly the same number 
processed here before restrictions took 
hold. According to the GAO, these horses 
were travehng farther to slaughter and ren¬ 
dered in facilities not protected by U.S. law 
and regulations. 

Moreover, state veterinarians reported 
that an 8 to 21 percent dechne in the 
horse-sale market has left owners fewer 
means for liquidating unwanted stock. The 
number of shippers also has lessened dra¬ 
matically, the report stated. 

The GAO smdy recommended that 
Congress reconsider annual restrictions 
on USDA funding to inspect horses being 
transported to slaughter facilities, which 
would allow the federal agency to better 
ensure horse welfare and identify viola¬ 
tions of the Commercial Transportation 
of Equines to Slaughter regulations. 

GAO suggested as well that Congress 
consider allowing USDA to use appropri¬ 
ated funds to inspect horses at slaughter 
facihties under the Federal Meat Inspection 
Act. It also advised that Congress consider 
an explicit ban on domestic slaughter and 
shipping horses for slaughter in foreign 
countries. 

The GAO report recommended that 
the USDA enter into formal agreements 
with Canada and Mexico to improve 
slaughter-related cooperation. 

The Senate bill cited reports of inhu¬ 
mane methods of transport, slaughter¬ 
house-bound horses often traveling hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of miles on double¬ 
deck cattle trucks without food, water or 
rest. 

In separate legislation filed on June 
27, Sen. Mark Kirk (R-IU.) introduced the 
Horse Transportation Safety Act of 2011 
to prohibit the interstate transport of any 
horse in a double-deck truck.

CONGRESS 
PROPOSES BILL 
TO PROHIBIT 
MEDICATION 

F ederal lawmakers have intro¬ 
duced a bipartisan bill that would 
prohibit performance-enhancing 
drugs in horse racing. 

With the Interstate Horseracing 
Improvement Act of 2011, Senator 
Tom UdaU (D-N.M.) and Represen¬ 
tative Ed Whitfield (R-Ky.) seek to 
address the “widespread” use of such 
medications by subjecting horse rac¬ 
ing to the zero-tolerance drug stan¬ 
dards imposed by other major sports, 
and to require race tracks to enact 
minimum penalties for violators. 

Designed to amend the Interstate 
Horseracing Act of 1978, the bill 
would eliminate performance-aiding 
drugs, including furosemide (Lasix), 
for any race subject to interstate 
wagers; ergo, nearly every pari-mutuel 
race in the land. 

A performance-enhancing drug is 
defined as any substance that can 
affect performance by acting on a 
horse’s cardiovascular, respiratory, 
nervous, digestive, reproductive, 
musculoskeletal, blood, endocrine or 
immune system, other than licensed 
vaccines against infectious agents. 

The legislation would mandate 
graduated civil penalties and suspen¬ 
sions for violators: a fine of at least 
$5,000 and a 180-day suspension for 
the first infraction; at least $20,000 
and one year for the second, and at 
least $50,000 and permanent suspen¬ 
sion for the third. Horses that test 
positive also could be subject to those 
suspension standards. 

The bill was forwarded to House 
and Senate committees. 

In April, the Association of Racing 
Commissioners’ International recom¬ 
mended a medication ban phased in 
over five years. Racing industry groups 
held the summit at Belmont Park in 
June to address that proposal and to 
thwart possible federal intervention.

KICKEN KRIS 



O lympic Three-Day 
Event veteran rider 
Jane Sleeper is well 
accustomed to having 
quality horseflesh in her 
Coatesville, Pa., barn. 

With the recent arrival of 
Kicken Kris, Sleeper has 
fortified that stock with a 
multiple Grade 1 winner. 

Kicken Kris, 11, has 
taken a circuitous route to 
his new home. Bred by 
Valerie Naify in Kentucky, 
the son of Kris S. and 
Kicken Grass (by Jade 
Hunter) was purchased 
for $400,000 as a 2001 
Keeneland yearling by 
Mrs. Betty Moran’s Brush¬ 
wood Stable. Given to 
another former Olympian, Michael Mat 2 , 
to train, Kicken Kris blossomed into one 
of the top turf performers in the country 
in 2003 and 2004. 

In 2003, he won Arhngton Park’s 
Secretariat Stakes over Joe Bear (Ire) and 
lismore Knight, becoming his condi¬ 
tioner’s first Grade 1 winner. A victory 
in Belmont Park’s Lawrence Realization 
Handicap-G3 followed. The next year, he 
bested eventual Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
champion Better Talk Now in the 
Bowling Green Handicap-G2, also at 
Belmont. Just one month later, Kicken 
Kris won the Arlington Million-Gl by 
disqualification when first-place finisher 
Powerscourt (GB) angled sharply left, 
causing Epalo (Ger) to slam Kicken Kris 
and jockey Kent Desormeaux into the 
rail. Retired after his next start, the bay 
colt headed for a breeding career with a 
19-6-3-3 record and $1,326,600 earned. 

In January 2005, Kicken Kris was 
sold for stallion duty to Hidaka Breeders 
Association in Japan. Moran, however, 
had had the foresight to arrange for the 
horse’s return to the United States when 
his smd duties in Japan ended. Sharon 
Clark of Rigbie Farm in Darhngton, Md., 
had helped effect the horse’s export to 
Japan in 2005 and was involved again 
in December 2010 when Moran had 
Kicken Kris brought back home. He was 


newly gelded to enhance his chances of 
re-acclimating. 

‘We had done work for Mhs. Moran 
for years,” Clark said. “She’s a wonderful 
woman, and she’s that kind of person that 
she wanted to protect this horse and bring 
him back. I ran into Michael Matz, and he 
asked me about Kris. Michael agreed that 
Kris needed a new career and asked. Well, 
what can he do?’ I said, ‘Jane Sleeper is an 
old friend of mine; she comes to mind as 
the best person.’ Michael and Jane have 
also known each other since the 1988 
Olympics. She’s very generous with horses, 
she loves what she does, and she’s patient. 
And, aside from all of that, she’s a good 
rider, which Kris will need, having been 
retired for so many years. 

‘We had talked about this previously 
but just never acted on it. Then Michael 
ran into Mrs. Moran at the Devon Horse 
Show this May. She said that plan was fine 
with her, and so I took Kris up to Jane in 
early June.” 

Given the huge changes Kicken Kris 
has gone through the past several months, 
all parties agreed it was best to take things 
very slowly and quietly with the horse and 
allow him to tell them exactly what he’d 
like to do. 

“If he wants a different fife and he 
wants to do it, he’ll do it here. He seems 
to enjoy it,” Sleeper said. “He first has to 


understand that we’re his 
friends and we’re going 
to do something differ¬ 
ent; he’s not a breeding 
stallion anymore. I think 
he’ll get it. He looks the 
part. I’ve worked with 
a lot of Thoroughbreds, 
so it’s really fun to have 
him in here. You just 
want to give him a really 
good chance at a differ¬ 
ent fife.” 

In a sense. Sleeper 
is treating Kicken Kris 
as she would a young 
I horse. Everything, from 
i the ground up, is being 
reintroduced into his 
new routine. According 
to Sleeper’s assistant, 
Ashley Steele, “We’re taking our time 
with him, very much just hke a baby. 
We’re really just trying to learn a little bit 
about him and get him to settle. When 
he came, he was really nervous. But he’s 
already better than when he first got 
here. He’s a nice horse; I think he’U be 
lovely once he’s had his time to learn 
how to become a normal horse again. I 
think it’s hard when they’re stallions; they 
don’t learn how to sociahze.” 

For her part. Sleeper is notably 
impressed. “He’s very well balanced, nice 
to sit on, has a good long neck, nice rear 
end. I think he’s sensible; he’s so attrac¬ 
tive. And he’s still young, so he’s got 
everything going for him. Lots of people 
know him, so that’s very exciting too.” 

Moran stiU owns Kicken Kris and is 
not looking to sell him. “She’d just like 
to see him have a career—and if it can be 
something other than a pasture potato, 
I think that would certainly be good for 
Kris,” Sharon Clark said. “As Michael 
and I both said, he’s still young enough 
that he doesn’t have to just stand around 
for a dozen years. I’m just so very pleased 
that Mrs. Moran—who always wants to 
do the best for her horses-thought Jane 
was a good choice, so Kris is there and 
he’s already coming along.”

More than a footnote 


I t’s official: The Stronach Group has 
acquired Maryland’s Thoroughbred race 
track properties. Frank Stronach has 
often said that he beheves ‘Torse racing 
properly done could be great entertain¬ 
ment and could support itself” He reiter¬ 
ated that when the sale to The Stronach 
Group went through recently. 

Interestingly the family-owned Adena 
Springs farm website says, “The Stronach 
family’s commitment to first-class racing 
comes from a more elemental source-that 
is, a simple commitment to the horse. This 
commitment extends to quality bloodlines, 
quality race track performance and quality 
conditions for breeding, raising and train¬ 
ing the horse. It is the drive to excel in 
every aspect of horsemanship that Frank 
refers to as a ‘labor of love, my passion.’” 

His empire clearly reflects this passion. 
And his success in the business of breed¬ 
ing and racing horses is well documented. 
His farm and racing stable have topped the 
list as the nation’s leading breeder each of 
the past eight years, and he is a four-time 
Eclipse Award-winning owner. 

Evidence also supports his passion¬ 
ate commitment to race track ownership. 
He has recently hired a new team of very 
experienced people to help realise his race 
track vision of success. But track owner¬ 
ship is a partnership by default—a partner¬ 
ship by chance, not choice. And that is 
where it gets complicated: Sometimes the 
parmers disagree, sometimes the regula¬ 
tors say no, and eventually once-supportive 
politicians move on. 

The Stronach Group is getting lots of 
advice from the pundits and has generated 
expansive blog space devoted to solutions. 


Every constituent group has its require¬ 
ments and needs, but only Mr. Stronach 
can make it happen. He clearly beheves 
what he says, and I want to beheve it too. 
In the meantime, his plan for proper horse 
racing, as he calls it, has yet to be unveiled. 
Will the plan produce a renaissance or a 
repeat? 

The folks involved in the Thoroughbred 
industry are a determined bunch, and any 
naivete has been washed away by the 
repeated inabihty of lawmakers and track 
owners to dehver. But those same per¬ 
sistent folks have not given up. As often 
happens, adversity can actually cultivate 
resolve—resolve to use a valuable founda¬ 
tion on which to build a sohd future. 

Every time Mr. Stronach talks about 
the future, our industry begins to hope 
again; every time the legislature debates the 
issues, it causes our adrenalin to race. It is 
critical that the track owners and lawmak¬ 
ers want to invest in the future as much as 
the industry does. After all, when the dust 
settles, a healthy Thoroughbred business 
is in everyone’s best interest—and that 
achievement will mean a prosperous future 
for us aU. 

Mr. Stronach, you have a solid foun¬ 
dation here to build on. There are great 
events like the Preakness and Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day. There are stories of 
remarkable horses, farms and people hke 
Sagamore and Native Dancer, Windfields 
and Northern Dancer, Seabiscuit and the 
Pimlico Special, John D. Schapiro and the 
Washington DC. International, Frank De 
Francis and the Dash, just to name few. 

I beheve that, with your passion, Mary¬ 
land can be more than just a foomote. ^

New Jersej-hased imp Ruler On Ice 
muddies rivals, flouts adornments; 
Animal Kingdom emerges injured.

' "Y o/’ said jockey John Vela 2 que 2 . 

I ‘‘By far,” said trainer Kelly Breen. 

^ In three neat words, the 2011 
Triple Crown was over. 

Simple questions-statements, really- 
ehcited simple responses from an irked 
jockey and an elated trainer. 

“Johnny, it couldn't have gone worse?” 

No. 

For Vela 2 que 2 , Team Valor and trainer 
Graham Motion, the Belmont Stakes-Gl 
on June 11 was promptly doomed, with 
worse news to come. Strides out of the 
gate, Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Animal 
Kingdom chpped heels with Mucho 
Macho Man, Vela 2 que 2 popped out of his 
leather saddle and lost his left stirrup as 
Animal Kingdom plummeted to last. He 
rallied for sixth as 5-2 favorite, possibly on 
three good legs, but the race —and Animal 
Kingdom's season—essentially ended in 
four strides. 

“Kelly, your biggest moment?” 

By far. 

For Breen, the 42-year-old Monmouth 
Park-based private trainer for George and 
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Loh HaU, the Belmont Stakes proved his 
signature career moment. Sent off at 24-1, 
Ruler On Ice and jockey Jose Valdivia Jr. 
found a perfect spot just outside of Preak- 
ness Stakes-Gl winner Shackleford, track¬ 
ing in second through a quarter mile in 
:23.92 and a half in :49.08 over a sloppy 
track. While Animal Kingdom needed to 
move mountains from last. Ruler On Ice 
found a toehold and never let go, collaring 
Shackleford out of the turn, then staving 
off an outside challenge by Brilliant Speed 
and an inside attack from Stay Thirsty. At 
the wire. Ruler On Ice had three-quarte^of 
a length on Stay Thirsty, with Brilliant Speed 
another length and a half back in third. 

One of just three Belmont starters who 
had not competed in either of the first two 
legs of the Triple Crown, Ruler On Ice 
produced his first stakes victory and third 
overall triumph. 

The Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
winners, feamred on Belmont Park's pro¬ 
gram cover, provided as much hype as a 
Belmont without a Triple Crown chance 
could. They finished next to one another 
again: fifth-place Shackleford, spent after 


















his third front-running effort in five weeks 
and trying to stretch his speed to 12 fur¬ 
longs; sixth-place Animal Kingdom, spent 
from his third come-from-behind effort 
in five weeks and trying to overcome a 
disastrous start. Two vanquished warriors. 

The melee at the start took its prison¬ 
ers. Animal Kingdom emerged from the 
Belmont with what first appeared an 
injured hock. More than two weeks later, a 
second round of x-rays revealed a slab 
fracmre in his left hind leg, and the stable 
eventually decided that the Derby winner 
wouldn’t race again this year. 


Animal Kingdom underwent surgery 
on June 30 at the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s New Bolton Center, Dr. Dean 
Richardson inserting two screws to com¬ 
press the fracture. The colt was scheduled 
for four to six weeks of rest at Fair Hill, 
followed by six to eight weeks of water- 
treadmiU exercise at Bruce Jackson’s 
equine therapy unit. 

If all goes well. Team Valor principal 
Barry Irwin said. Animal Kingdom would 
resume training at Fair HiU early this win¬ 
ter, then ship to Florida to work toward 
the Dubai World Cup-Gl in March 2012. 


‘d can’t describe how disappointing it is,” 
Graham Motion, the typically unflappable 
trainer of Animal Kingdom, said even 
before the fracture had been confirmed. 

‘‘Some amount of it is guilt. I feel a certain 
amount of responsibility. You put a horse 
through this grueling series of three races, 
and when they come out of it with an issue, 
you think about the decision. There’s no 
reason why he shouldn’t have run, but you 
think about it. He’s an extremely generous 
horse inasmuch as how hard he tries. He’s 
going to try every time. It’s very upsetting 
that he’s come out of it with an issue.”

For Motion family and crew, 
a “somewhat surreal’’ journey 


Two weeks after the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, Graham Motion signed pay- 
checks, Anita Motion accompanied a 
potential buyer to see a horse train, Dave 
Rock checked legs, Adrian Rolls tried to 
hustle the last set out the door. Wood 
Memorial-Gl winner Toby’s Corner rest¬ 
ed in his stall, Kenmcky Derby-Gl winner 
Animal Kingdom rested in another. Life 
for Team Motion, life at Fair Hill Training 
Center, had returned to normal. 

The Triple Crown tempest had passed. 

Whew. 

“It still seems somewhat surreal,” 
Motion said of the bracing five-week 


phenomenon. “It’s a very hard thing to 
describe, to be honest. The attention was 
certainly overwhelming, the two weeks 
when you’re the only horse who can win 
the Triple Crown. When you have that 
horse, you’re the only one that can do it, 
it’s a very odd feeling.” 

Animal Kingdom upset the Derby 
when everything went right. He finished 
second in the Preakness when things 
didn’t quite go right. He finished sixth in 
the Belmont when nothing went right. 

Even after it ended, the Triple Crown 
story deepened: On June 29, Team Valor 
principal Barry Irwin revealed that Animal 


Kingdom had incurred a slab fracmre in 
his left hind leg, requiring surgical screws 
and an expected 90-day rehab at Fair Hill 
Training Center. For the stable, it was 
another jarring mrn; Animal Kingdom 
had been sound and willing for the three- 
race crucible. 

“It wasn’t hard getting him to the 
three races,” Motion said. “He came to all 
three races in really good shape. He was 
just so unlucky that he didn’t have better 
circumstances-at the end of the day, 
that’s why it [winning the Triple Crown] 
is so darn hard to do. Everybody says 
we need to change this and do this and 
that; there’s nothing wrong with what 
we’re trying to do. It’s very hard to do, 
and that’s why it hasn’t been done for so 
long. I have every behef it will happen. 
It’s going to be done.” 

Motion got close this year, riding the 
wave that swelled when his friend John 
Vela 2 que 2 picked up the ride on Animal 
Kingdom the day before the Derby and 
crashed when Animal Kingdom went to 
his knees in the Belmont and came out of 
it with an injury. Motion saw the disbehef 
in daughter Jane’s face when Animal 
Kingdom won, and the tears when he 
didn’t. He tried to brush off the stress for 
his son’s sake, tried to be a father while 
he was America’s trainer for two weeks. 
He shrugged his shoulders and smirked 
after his wife forgot a child at the carpool 
line. He appreciated his boarding school 
friends, who had laughed at him when he 
didn’t go to college, making the trip to 
Belmont Park to cheer his horse. 

“The whole thing was extraordinary,” 
Motion said. “The karma of Johnnie rid¬ 
ing the horse, it goes way beyond the fact 
of winning the Derby. The whole psyche 
of how it came about was extraordinary. 
When I talk to people who were so 
affected by it, not just us, it’s an extraor¬ 
dinary thing.”

Jockey Rajiv Maragh, aboard the clas¬ 
sic's longest shot, Isn’t He Perfect, received 
a seven-day suspension for starting the 
incident by impeding Mucho Macho Man. 

Shackleford, breaking from the far out¬ 
side 12 post, averted the initial contact, 
then withered in the exacting Belmont 
stretch. Afterward, trainer Dale Romans 
spoke graciously of his horse and his sport. 

“Personally, it was a great Triple Crown— 
winning one out of three is very special,” 
he said. “I thought it was a great Triple 
Crown for horse racing, with full fields in 
all three races, with eight horses making 
it from the Derby to the Belmont. Maybe 
we’re reversing the trend a little bit of not 
getting these horses to run enough. I’m 
glad that [Shackleford] made aU three races. 
I’m proud of him for being able to do that, 
and he came out of it in good shape.” 

Like many winners of the Belmont 
Stakes, Ruler On Ice capitali 2 ed on staying 
clean and taking advantage of taxed rivals. 
Right place, right time. Ruler On Ice, mak¬ 
ing his seventh career start, paid $51.50 
to win and led a $928 exacta, $8,268 tri- 
fecta and $74,052 superfecta. The chestnut 
gelded son of Roman Ruler completed the 
distance over the sealed track in 2:30.88. 


“We made a comment that we were 
going to come shock the world,” Breen 
said as he walked down the stairs from 
the clubhouse box seats after the race. “It 
rarely comes true, but it did today.” 

Ruler On Ice began the year as a bench 
player on the Halls’ deep roster of 3-year- 
olds. They sold one of their best prospects, 
two-time stakes winner Sweet Ducky, and 
won the Louisiana Derby-G2 (and later 
the Pegasus Stakes-G3) with ninth-place 
Kentucky Derby finisher Pants On Fire. 
AU the while. Ruler On Ice was flashing 
talent one day, torment the next. 

“There were a couple of times when I 
was disappointed in the horse, thinking he 
wasn’t giving it his all,” Breen said. “He 
always had the talent, but he was always a 
little bit of a goofball, a free spirit, loves 
to jump around and do all sorts of odd 
antics. He’s a hve wire—you never know 
from one day to the next what he’s going 
to do.” 

After the Belmont Stakes, Ruler On Ice 
refused to wear the traditional blanket of 
carnations and balked at entering the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

“That’s him,” Breen said. “That’s him.” 


Bought for $100,000 at Keeneland’s 
September Yearling Sale, Ruler On Ice 
broke his maiden over a sloppy track at 
Delaware Park in October. When Mon¬ 
mouth Park closed its stable area for the 
winter, Breen and Lori HaU met to discuss 
plans for their 3-year-old arsenal. They 
decided to leave Ruler On Ice in New York 
for the winter. 

Hooked up with Valdivia for an allow¬ 
ance race in February at Aqueduct in his 
first start of the year. Ruler On Ice began 
to come around, finishing second. He 
followed by winning an allowance at Parx 
Racing 18 days later. Shipped to Sunland 
Park, he finished third in the Sunland 
Derby-G3, negating any chance of mak¬ 
ing the Kentucky Derby (he had earned 
$96,000, well below the Derby field’s earn¬ 
ings cutoff. When he finished second in 
the Federico Tesio at Pimhco on Derby 
Day, he squandered his chance of making 
the Preakness. Five weeks after the Tesio, 
the Belmont appeared more a logical spot 
than a prayer. 

‘We all bet on the horse; we had faith 
that he was ready to run a good race and 
he had the ability to run with the top 
horses of the 3-year-old class,” Breen said. 
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Kelly Breen embraced the notion when 
George Hall sought a private trainer In 2007. 

“We all bet on the horse ," Breen said of 
Ruler On Ice, whose $51.50 win mutuel left 
Breen to hoist the silver and take the gold. 


‘We were all hoping we belonged, and we 
all reaped the benefits and cashed our tick¬ 
ets too. .. We always had a tittle bit of faith, 
and eventually it showed up.’’ 

Not without work. Ruler On Ice over¬ 
came sore shins, coughing, hoof problems. 
Breen gelded Ruler On Ice to try to focus 
him. In the Belmont, he added blinkers for 
the same reason. He discovered a low red 
blood cell count after the Tesio and fixed 
that. All part of a trainer’s job. 

“In the past, I might have thought we 
had top-quality horses but something went 
wrong, and that can be a bitter pH to swal¬ 
low,” Breen said. “It happens in aU the 
barns out there. Look at [2010 juvenile 
champion] Uncle Mo: He looked invin¬ 
cible, and now he’s on the farm. We hap¬ 
pened to have a horse get through the 
realm of things. The next thing I know, we 
are in the winner’s circle at the Belmont.” 

A relative newcomer on the Triple 
Crown trail, Breen trained his first winner 
in 1992, dabbled at it, then went to work 
as an assistant for trainer Ben Perkins Sr. 
before striking out on his own for good in 
2000, winning a couple of training titles at 
Monmouth. 

A call from George Hall in 2004 changed 
everything. Introduced at Monmouth by a 
mumal friend. Hall called Breen to tell him 
he wanted to try the horse business. They 
made a trip to Keeneland and purchased 
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four yearlings, including Sorority Stakes 
winner Keeneland Kat and Pilgrim Stakes 
winner Fagan’s Legacy. 

The Halls and Breen have combined to 
produce numerous stakes horses, among 
them Sleepless Knight, Truth and Justice, 
All of Her Twist, Bickersons. Bold Union, 
West Side Bernie and Atomic Rain. The 
latter two ran in the 2009 Derby, finishing 
ninth and 16th. From the shadow of Pants 
On Fire and Sweet Ducky (second in the 
Holy Bull Stakes-G3), Ruler On Ice won 
a classic and provided Breen’s first Grade 
1 triumph. 


“I don’t think anybody taking any job 
could have set their sights as high as we’ve 
come already; I just hope it continues,” 
Breen said. “I look at this year and keep 
shrugging my shoulders saying, ‘How are 
we going to do this again next year?’ ” 

A week after the Belmont, Breen’s 
mobile phone played Frank Sinatra’s “New 
York, New York.” Asked how long it would 
be on his phone, Breen looked ahead. 

“I don’t know,” the New Jersey native 
said. “Maybe until we win the Haskell, and 
rU have to put on ‘Born To Run’ by Bruce 
Springsteen.” ^

In just seven years, George and Lon Hall have fueled 
a racing locomotive with modest buys andfamily ties.

O therwise sane, successful busi¬ 
nessmen can turn into devil-may- 
care spenders inside the Thor¬ 
oughbred sales ring. That hasn't happened 
to George HaU. With his wife Lori, who 
shares the masthead of their nom de 
course, the 50-year-old hedge fund man¬ 
ager has approached owning race horses as 
a Warren Buffett-Uke value investor would. 
Only seven years after they began buying 
horses, that approach has fuUy bloomed, 
evidenced by Ruler On Ice's Belmont 
Stakes-G1 victory in June. 

With exclusive trainer Kelly Breen, 
theirs is a racing operation. Which seems 
like the exception at the high-end of the 
game nowadays. Their yearhng purchases 
are reasonably priced, they send their 
broodmares to proven rather than fashion¬ 
able stallions, and they have sold some of 
their best prospects in training to moneyed 
outfits. Breen chooses acquisitions for 
their athleticism, not tony pedigrees; 
they're campaigned aggressively as juve¬ 
niles and keep going into their 3 and 
4-year-old seasons. 

Year after year, the Halls' horses sur¬ 
pass expectations — and pricier, maybe even 
coddled, rivals. Their horses are nothing 
if not tough. Briefly headed at the top 
of the long Belmont stretch. Ruler On 
Ice mrned back challenges from Brilliant 
Speed and then Stay Thirsty, making his 
24-1 odds all the more provocative. The 
Halls paid $100,000 for Ruler On Ice, a 


son of Roman Ruler out of stakes win¬ 
ner Champagne Glow, by Saratoga Six, at 
the 2009 Keeneland September sale. The 
Belmont netted a $600,000 payday, but 
unfortunately no residual value as a sire 
prospect-ever rambunctious. Ruler On 
Ice was gelded before he left the farm for 
the race track. 

‘We try not to pay too much for horses," 
HaU said after the Belmont. ‘We don't fall 
in love with a 2-year-old that we want or a 
yearUng that we want and just pay any price 
for them. We try to run it Hke a business. 
It's particularly satisfying to win after 
you've made a disciplined decision to buy a 
horse." 

Theirs is also a family operation. The 
HaUs' three young children—Kathryn, 9, 
George Jr., 7, and Charlotte, 2—are a large 
part of the family pastime. Some of the 
horses have been named for the chUdren 
or even plucked from the sales catalog after 
they cast a favorable glance. In the begin¬ 
ning, the HaUs' horses ran under K&G 
Stables, named for their first two chUdren; 
that's stUl their breeding label. 

The name given Ruler On Ice holds a 
double meaning—it speaks to the pedigree, 
obviously, but also to the budding hockey 
talent of George Jr. He also pressed the 
purchase of a Pulpit colt that Breen had his 
eye on at the 2009 Keeneland September 
sale. Sometimes even a httle sentimentaUty 
sups into the equation. 


“George Sr. asked if George Jr. could 
bid on a horse," Breen recalled. “Young 
George was with me and reading the 
guide. The number we had decided on was 
around $125,000 for the colt. Then some¬ 
body bid $130,000. But George said, ‘Let 
Little Georgie bid one more time.'" 

He did. The colt was theirs for $135,000. 
The elder George lets his chUdren name 
the horses they bid on successfuUy, and 
George Jr. caUed that one Sweet Ducky, 
a name he used to tease one of his class¬ 
mates. 

As it went. Sweet Ducky, out of the 
stakes winner Storm's DarUng, may have 
been the best of their take from the 2009 
sale—better, at least for a time, than Ruler 
On Ice, or homebred Pants On Fire, who 
won the $1 million Louisiana Derby-G2 in 
March and went off as the second choice 
in the Kentucky Derby, where he finished 
ninth. 

Sweet Ducky, a winner of back-to- 
back stakes at Monmouth last year, second 
to Dialed In in his 3-year-old debut in 
GrUfstream Park's Holy BiUl Stakes-G3 
and an earner of $268,250, was sold by the 
Halls for an undisclosed, but substantial, 
amount to controversial Chechnya presi¬ 
dent Ram 2 an Kadyrov. Sweet Ducky ran 
in Kadyrov's colors in the Group 2 U.A.E. 
Derby on March 26; he finished 13th of 14 
and hasn't started since.

ing a profit, you know, the dollars and cents 
make it that we sold what we thought was 
our top selection,’’ Breen said. 

Sweet Ducky became yet another 
profit-maker for the Halls. In 2009, they 
sold West Side Bernie, the Kentucky Cup 
Juvenile Stakes-G3 winner and ninth-place 
finisher in the Kentucky Derby-Gl, and 
Atomic Rain, the Long Branch Stakes 
winner who finished 16th in the Derby, to 
Godolphin Stable. 

The Halls have shown unwavering 
commitment to their original fiscal strate¬ 
gy. As George HaU once said in an inter¬ 
view, “Our goal is to build a quality stable 
and do it as profitably as possible. Kelly is 
disciplined in what we pay for horses.” 

HaU and his family hve in Rum son, N.J., 
an affluent community close to Monmouth 
Park. He runs the Chnton Group, an 
investment company he founded in 1991; 
it now has approximately $6.6 bUUon under 
management. Before that, he served as 
a vice president at Greenwich Capital 
Markets Inc., a leading primary dealer and 
mortgage securities broker-dealer. 

He and Lori, nine years his younger, 
have been charitably focused over the years. 
HaU is a board member of the New York 
University School of Medicine Foundation 
and helped create its Head and Neck Cancer 
Research Laboratory, and has been an 
active supporter of the Monmouth County 
unit of the American Cancer Society. He is 
also the founder of the HaU Institute of 
Pubhc Pohcy, a non-partisan academic 
forum for cultural, social, economic and 
educational issues in New Jersey. 

The seven days beginning with the 
Belmont did nothing to strain the HaUs’ 
largess. The day after the classic, the HaUs 
ran four horses at Monmouth, yield¬ 
ing two wins (one an aUowance with 
homebred 3-year-old fUly Coco Ecolo), 
a second (with Sleepless Knight in the 
$250,000 Monmouth Stakes-G3) and 
a third (with first-time 2-year-old start¬ 
er Srumdiddlyumptious). Six days later. 
Pants On Fire won the $200,000 Pegasus 
Stakes-G3 in his first race since he bled 
through Lasix in the Derby. 

The Halls won the owner’s title at Mon¬ 
mouth’s lucrative summer meet last year; in 
search of a repeat, they led the standings in 
late June. Currendy, they have 35 horses in 
training. Two of those. Ruler On Ice and 
Pants On Fire, might go off the favorite if 
either were to run in the $1 million HaskeU 
Invitational-Gl on July 31. 

The Belmont brought George HaU fuU 
circle. He grew up in Freeport, N.Y., the 
son of a New York City cop and a mother 
who taught piano, and began going to the 
Long Island track with his grandfather 


and his younger brother. He was nine, his 
brother five. 

“I was a degenerate gambler by the time 
I was in seventh grade,” HaU joked after 
the Belmont. “Cathohc schools get out 
early every Thursday, so we used to go to 
the track.” 


Their grandfather would give them a 
few bucks for food. His brother would 
bet Ughdy and spend his aUowance as 
mandated. HaU, captivated by the action, 
bet his eating money first. “So by the sev¬ 
enth race,” he said, “I had to beg my Uttie 
brother to buy me a hot dog.” 
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Ta!k about diversifying: George Haii manages a biiiion-doiiar hedge fund, gives iavishiy to charities and, yes, ponies horses. Here, astride Fagan’s Legacy- 
a stakes winner from the first group of yeariings he bought at auction-he guides Profiteroies and Jockey Eivis Trujiiio into the 2010 Twin Lights Stakes.

These memories were in HalFs mind 
after Ruler On Ice crossed the wire in 
front “Right after the race my brother gave 
me a hug. He said, d had flashbacks to 
when we used to come with Grandpa.'’’ 

HaU, a varsity swimmer in high school, 
graduated from Chaminade High School in 
1978, a Catholic school that annually sends 
many graduates to mihtary academies. 


He decided on the U.S. Merchant Marine 
Academy. 

“I’ve always hked boats and traveling, 
so it was a great place for me to go,” he 
said. He later obtained an MBA from 
the University of Pennsylvania’s Wharton 
School of Business. 

In 2004, after several chance encoun¬ 
ters, Hall met Breen through a mutual 
friend, an owner of Breen’s. The trainer 
suggested they attend the extensive Keene- 
land September sale. Hall would start small. 
Breen cautioned his new owner that of the 
yearlings they purchased, “One out of 
three will make it to the track.” So the Halls 
bought four to improve their odds. Their 
overall price tag was $182,000. 

Perhaps Breen didn’t account for begin¬ 
ner’s luck. Those four horses not only raced, 
they all won. Two became stakes winners — 
Keeneland Kat and Fagan’s Legacy. Keene- 
land Kat was named for their first child; a 
daughter of Hennessy purchased for 
$77,000, she won the 2005 Sorority Stakes 
and finished third in the Grade 1 Frizette in 
three starts, earning $132,200. Fagan’s 
Legacy, the least expensive at $20,000 and 
named for George Hall’s grandfather, won 
the Pilgrim Stakes. He’s now the stable pony. 


Near the end of 2007, the Halls and 
Breen were coming inward from two dif¬ 
ferent poles. The Halls wanted to build out 
a long-term operation and add a breeding 
division, and Breen, fresh off two Mon¬ 
mouth training titles, with 90 horses scat¬ 
tered among five barns, wanted to down¬ 
size to a high-quality stable. The Halls asked 
Breen to become their private trainer. 

“At some point it gets difficult to man¬ 
age all those horses,” George HaU said of 
Breen at that time. “I think he knew our 
view was we weren’t going to focus on the 
number of wins, but focus on quahty.” 

Hall remembers a turning point. Breen 
had two horses in two stakes races with 
two different owners, one for the HaUs. 
Breen went to Saratoga with the other 
horse. Hall told Breen, “This is not going 
to last. You’re going to work for us fuU- 
time. What does it take to do that?” 

The HaUs bought Annestes Farm, 
a 385-acre tract in Versailles, Ky. Like 
their first Keeneland lot, as breeders they 
achieved immediate success. The first two 
broodmares they bought at auction have 
produced homebred stakes winners. At 
the 2006 Keeneland November breeding 
stock sale, they purchased the Cape Town 
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mare Cabo de Noche, in foal to Thunder 
Gulch, for $120,000. The same day they 
took home the Expelled mare Sala de Oro, 
in foal to Yes It’s True, for $100,000. 

The fiUy Sala de Oro produced. Truth 
and Justice, won three stakes for the Halls 
in 2009, including the Sorority, and earned 
$238,599 as a 2-year-old. Tragically, she was 
euthani 2 ed after fracturing her right knee 
during the running of the Grade 3 Delta 
Princess Stakes that December. 

As for Cabo de Noche, her second foal, 
a son of Jump Start, is Pants On Fire. 

Out of their first seven foals, the Halls 
have had five winners and two stakes win¬ 
ners. 

Several recent retirements have expanded 
the broodmare count to 10, who are over¬ 
seen by farm manager Dale Holly. Keene- 
land Kat, the original member of the 
broodmare band, has produced modest 
runners by Ghostzapper and Empire Maker, 
and a well-meant filly by Mr. Greeley 
named East Side Charley who finished 
third in her debut in late June. Among the 
seven foals born this year are a War Chant 
fiUy foaled in February by Cabo de Noche, 
who was booked back to Stephen Got 
Even; and a full brother to Truth and 
Justice produced by Sala de Oro in March. 

The Keeneland September sale remains, 
for now, the heartbeat of the Halls’ pro¬ 
gram. In addition to West Side Bernie 
and Atomic Rain, they’ve picked up even¬ 
tual graded-stakes winners Bickersons and 
Bold Union from that venue. Bickersons 
won Gulfs tream Park’s Grade 2 Forward 
Gal Stakes last year; at 2, she got her first 
stakes win in Hollywood Park’s Moccasin 
Stakes, and finished third in the Grade 1 
Spinaway and Oak Leaf Stakes. 

A daughter of Dixie Union out of 
graded stakes winner Bold World, Bold 
Union won five stakes, including the Grade 
3 Endine at Delaware Park, and earned 
about five times her $77,000 sales tag. 

To go with their crop of homebreds, 
the HaUs spent a total of $222,000 on four 
yearhngs at the 2010 sale. Breen has 10 
juverdles in the barn. 

^dfs lower-key this year,” said Breen, 
but if history endures, those horses will 
be ready to run. Each year has built on the 
last; now there are two near-millionaires 
in the barn. Whatever happens for an 
encore, the whole team wiU be along for 
the ride-everybody gets input, from Dale 
HoUy to Breen to George and Lori and 
the kids. 

Asked how it works in real time, Breen 
said, “Everybody puts in a different spice 
to the meal. So that when they aU come 
together it makes for a great dish.” ^

Devoted to the end, accomplished 
editor and writer shepherded 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
to exalted heights 


L ucy Acton, the award-winning Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred editor who 
^directed and enriched the magazine 
with vision, strength and literary grace, 
died on June 7. She was 63. 

A respected journalist throughout the 
regional horse industry and beyond, Ms. 
Acton remained devoted to its causes 
almost to the very end. Diagnosed with a 
rare form of cancer several years ago, she 
underwent surgery and treatment and con¬ 
tinued working with accustomed cheer and 
vigor. Retirement, for Ms. Acton, was not 
an option, but dechning health required it. 
She officially resigned from the magazine 
June 1 and died six days later. 

The editor tide she earned in 2002 and 
carried at Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred belied 
the depth and scope of her role at the 
monthly magazine. Ms. Acton also wrote 
with style and precision, functioned as 
chief editorialist and served as its caring, 
even-tempered, tireless ambassador. 

Ms. Acton not only rehshed the 
demands, she sought more, serving as 
longtime secretary of the Maryland Racing 
Media Association, writing monthly news¬ 
letters for the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association and, for a time, a 
breeding column for the Daily Racing Form. 

How dedicated was she to Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred accuracy? Ms. Acton this 
spring acknowledged, with neither guilt 
nor flair, that she regularly proofread place¬ 
ment ads. 

It was in her pedigree. Ms. Acton's 
father, Snowden Carter, was an esteemed 
chronicler of the turf and editor of 


Maryland Horse^ precursor to Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. 

Born and raised in Baltimore County, 
Ms. Acton lived on a farm in Reisterstown 
and another in Upperco. She graduated 
from Hannah More Academy in 1965, 
received an English degree from Duke 
University in 1969 and that year put her 
first byhnes to non-racing stories as a fea¬ 
ture writer for the Baltimore newspaper 
The Evening Sun. She left the newspaper in 
1975 to raise children Jonathan (now 36) 
and Katherine (33). 

In 1985, she applied for a job at the 
Maryland Horse and passed muster with its 
editor-in-chief: her dad. 

Daughter Katherine said she would 
regard, both with boredom and amaze¬ 
ment, the richly detailed conversations 
between Ms. Acton and Snowden Carter 
about horse people, their lineages, path¬ 
ways and achievements. 

Ms. Acton used her knowledge of his¬ 
tory and English to fortify her profession. 
She helped transition the magazine from 
a Maryland to a regional enterprise with 
unquestioned success. Under Ms. Acton's 
editorship, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred earned 
two Echpse Awards, the highest honor 
bestowed upon a turf pubhcation: by 
Cindy Pierson Dulay, for her 2004 photo¬ 
graph of a leaping Stephan's Angel before 
the Ms. Preakness Stakes, and by Vinnie 
Perrone, for his 2008 appreciation of race¬ 
track impresario Clem Florio. For the lat¬ 
ter, Ms. Acton convinced the skeptical 
writer to pen a personal memoir of Florio, 
his friend and mentor. 


The magazine also received several 
Echpse Award honorable mentions and 
has won annual citations for editorial con¬ 
tent by American Horse Pubhcations. 

Thorough and meticulous, considerate 
and candid, Ms. Acton received Pimhco 
Race Course's Old Hilltop Award in 2006 
for covering Thoroughbred racing with 
excellence and distinction. The year before, 
MRMA had presented her its first Unsung 
Hero Award for her behind-the-scenes 
accomphshments. 

As a feamre writer, Ms. Acton phed 
her craft without pomp or affectation, 
her word choice reflecting utter respect 
for lexicology and a pursuit of truth. Her 
final Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred feature, a 
May profile of Lord of Misrule author Jaimy 
Gordon, captured her uncompromising 
style: 

Long since removed from any contact with rac¬ 
ing, Gordon has written many published works 
of fiction, including three earlier novels, and since 
1981 she has taught in the English department 
at Western Michigan Universiy in Kalamac^o, 
Mich. But until Lord of Misrule she had 
generally been considered a small press author, 
creating works of high literary quality and limited 
commercial appeal 

Although it is not an easy read. Lord of 
Misrule separated itself from the pack as a rac¬ 
ing novel that others will be compared to for years 
to come.. . 

In that way too, Ms. Acton set the stan¬ 
dard for those who follow. ^ 
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The heart and soul of it all 


Within a few years of joining the 
staff of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association in November 1985,1 went 
from receptionist to hbrary researcher 
to doing odd jobs for the Maryland 
Horse magaAne. I was soon working 
closely with Marge Dance, daughter of 
magazine founder Humphrey S. Finney 
and then senior editor, and Lucy 
Acton, who had become the managing 
editor. 

Our contributions to the magazine 
were varied, and each of us added 
specialized touches: Marge was the 
genealogist- one of the greatest 
sources of knowledge of any 
family (human or equine) who had 
prominence in the horse industry, 
long before the advent of computers 
and the Internet. . . I became the 
statistician - adept at finding and 
computing staUion statistics, race 
records and pedigrees. . . Lucy not only 
organized the content, edited the copy 
and wrote extensively, she also became 
the magazine’s heart and soul. 

I was always encouraged and 
supported by Marge and Lucy and 
strove to rise to their impeccably high 
standards. (If something slipped by 
all of us and an error came out in 
print, we were the three most horrified 
people on earth.) Marge retired at 
the end of 2001, and Lucy soon 
became editor-in-chief. The two 


of us worked as a team for the last 
decade on the editorial side of Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred. Lucy’s editing 
prowess was such that she could take a 
submitted story, severely edit, cut and 
transform, and in the end the writer 
would truly believe it was published as 
submitted. It often happened to my 
stories. On the occasions she would 
say, A barely touched it,” I felt an 
incredible sense of accomplishment. 

I struggled not long ago on a 
story I wasn’t keen to do, persuaded 
by Lucy to accept. I got all the facts 
and figures, spoke to the principals, 
compiled a story that I felt covered it 
all, and handed it in. Lucy worked on 
it, and then gave the crushing critique: 
It wasn’t all she expected. I was first 
upset, then a bit angry, since I felt it 
was a well-rounded job. We ran with 
it as is, but Lucy’s disappointment was 
evident. 

A bit later, after it was pubhshed, 

I reread the story-and I understood 
exactly what Lucy was saying. The 
pieces were there, but it lacked 
personahty, the ‘‘heart and soul.” 

Lucy was always teaching, and she 
helped so many of us, in her quiet and 
unassuming way, to strive to be better 
at telling the stories of those who 
make racing the great industry that it is. 
To add the heart and soul.

The legacy 
endures 

As my trailblazing big sister, 

Lucy Acton always set the bar 
high. She excelled in high school, 
graduated from Duke University 
and soon began her writing career 
at The Evening Sun in Baltimore. In 
my family, success was never in 
question. It was expected, and Lucy 
was always setting a fast pace for my 
brother, Bruce, and me. 

When Lucy took over the 
Maryland Horse magazine after our 
father, Snowden Carter, retired, she 
embraced it as her mission. She 
quickly immersed herself in the 
comphcated details of the horse- 
breeding industry and presented the 
highlights in a delightfully readable 
monthly magazine, which became 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. Lucy was 
able to do this so adepdy because of 
her remarkably broad and deep skills 
as a writer and editor. 

There are two basic kinds of 
editor. There are some who can see 
and direct the broad picture, the 
sweep of the narrative story. This 
person is especially adept at leading 
and inspiring other writers to do 
their best work. Then there are the 
editors who dehght in all the nitty- 
gritty, the intimate points of fact, 
style and grammar. Lucy, of course, 
was both. She was a masterful “big- 
picture” editor as well as someone 
who cared passionately about nailing 
down even the smallest of points. 

In a magazine loaded with names 
of horses, people and statistical 
material, there were rarely any 
corrections needed. Above aU, Lucy 
was a master writer and storyteller. 

Between the two of them, 
my father and Lucy edited the 
magazines for a half-century. They 
poured their hearts into their work, 
and each issue was a living, breathing 
creation. A few years ago, I was 
musing about retirement while 
talking to Lucy. She rephed firmly: 

“I can’t imagine ever retiring.” In 
fact, she kept working until just a 
few weeks before her death. She left 
to her family-and her broader clan 
of horse people-a legacy of love, 
caring and courage.

Lucy Carter Acton was a rare 
jewel in the world of Thoroughbreds. 

Demure and soft-spoken, inwardly she 
was tough as oak. 

Faced with a discouraging illness 
during her later years, she responded 
with a determination and physical 
resistance that amazed her friends and 
acquaintances. 

Memories persist of Lucy in her 
growing-up years at the Carter Farm 
(Snowden and his wife Binna’s) 
in Upperco, Md. The Kelly clan, 
including six children, would visit and 
join the Carter trio-Lucy, Bruce and 
George. Lucy seemed to be the leader 
with her pony and willingness to teach 
the visitors how to ride around the 
paddock. It was a scene to remember 
with the city kids fuUy enjoying a day 
in the country. 

Later as a writer and editor, her 
focus was on the ‘‘magazine”- ^

the Maryland Horse and afterward 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. 

Lucy maintained a high standard of 
excellence in her writing and editing. 
She expected and demanded an equally 
top-quality product from her staff 
and contributors. Despite her quiet 
approach, she was quick to express 
her displeasure and criticism with poor 
writing or errors. 

She tackled hfe the same way, 
with a basic honesty, determination, 
courage and grace. 

She left us too soon. There will be 
a new writer and editor, but Lucy will 
not be replaced. /Joseph B. Kelly 


An editor eclipsed by none 


The phone rang on May 28, 2008, 
a Thursday morning. Lucy had seen 
a short ode to newly deceased Clem 
Floho Fd written in The Washington Post 
and asked whether Fd do something 
more elaborate for Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. 

Before I could answer, she stoked 
the coals. “You should make it 
personal,” Lucy said. “Clem was a real 
race track character, and you and he 
had a unique relationship. TeU us about 
it.” 

I backpedaled. Of my 3,000-or-so 
bylines, I told her, none was wrought 
in the first person. I spoke doubts 
about pulling it off and doing Clem 
justice. 

“Of course you can,” she said 
evenly. 

Those four words revealed Lucy: 
her candor, conciseness, vision, 
optimism, conviction, persuasiveness. 

This would appear in the July issue, 
she injected. With only two days to file, 
came the implication, the writer would 
have little time to agonize. 


Ingenuity. Another Lucy forte. 

That November, she said she’d 
submitted the Clem tribute for an 
Eclipse Award. I thanked and needled 
her for dreaming such a piece might 
resonate beyond Maryland. 

“Oh, you’re gonna win,” Lucy said, 
as if she’d read the stars. 

On Christmas Eve morning, after I 
brought in the newspaper, there came 
a phone call bearing fresh news. The 
Eclipse Award judges had a verdict. 

My 25-year turf-whting canvas 
theretofore smudged by narrow 
Eclipse Award misses, Lucy, with a 
word, had turned it pristine. I called 
her first. 

I told her the award was as much 
Clem’s and hers: He’d provided the 
substantive bonanza, she the creative 
way of presenting it. Lucy didn’t 
gasp, didn’t gloat, didn’t grandstand. 
With a lilting tone, she praised the 
upshot, thanked me for endowing the 
magazine and asked when we might 
talk of fumre stories.

Through the years, Lucy has 
been one of the most inspirational 
and influential people in my career 
and in my Hfe. She was someone 
I drew motivation from because 
of her tenacious will and courage, 
displayed consistendy over the past 
few years as she batded her iUness. 
Lucy never gave any indication 
of her struggles and was more 
worried about my welfare than her 
own. She focused not on her own 
challenges; instead, she showed 
genuine concern for me and my 
Hfe. When she would notice that 
things were not quite right with me, 
she’d always surprise my wife and 
me with her famous chicken dish 
or an invitation to her house for 
dinner. On many occasions, these 
kind gestures came on the heels of 
a cancer treatment.

I first talked with Lucy Acton in 
1992 after I had taken the job of 
farm manager at Blue Ridge Farm in 
Upperville, Va. One of my main jobs 
was to get pubhcity for the farm, so I 
started calling horse pubhcations with a 
story of an orphaned fiUy we had that 
had been in a name-the-foal contest. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred was first on 
my list, so I called and was passed 
along to Lucy 

Immediately, I started giving her the 
sales pitch: How the fiUy had been on 
television, and more than 3,500 people 
had paid a dollar for a chance to name 
her. After pausing a second, all I heard 
was silence, so I started selling again. 
With no luck, I gave Lucy a chance 
to speak. She was full of energy and 
questions about who I was and what I 
was doing at the farm. I am not quite 
sure how impressed Lucy was with 
the orphan filly story, but she was 
captivated by my enthusiasm. 

Lucy did do a story on the farm, 
and the foal got a minor mention. And 
so began a working friendship that 
lasted nearly 20 years. 


Over the years, I was field director 
of the Virginia Breeders Fund, 
promoter of stallions and a race horse 
consultant. Lucy was always there to 
reassure me in every aspect of the 
industry; I hardly ever did anything 
without first consulting her. She 
became like an older sister. I always 
trusted her judgment and her abihty to 
say what she truly felt. She respected 
that I loved the horse industry almost 
as much as she did. 

After time away, I resolved to remrn 
to the horse industry. Then one day, 
out of nowhere, Barrie Reightler called 
with sad news about Lucy’s passing. 

I cannot put into words the void that 
puts in my horse-world life. I got the 
dates mixed up to Lucy’s memorial 
service and arrived one week early. I sat 
there for about a half hour, wondering 
what advice Lucy would give me and 
what direction to take. I knew she’d 
say, ‘‘Keep your enthusiasm.” I am 
really going to miss her. 

Now, when I need an answer. I’m 
not sure whom to call.

of them, and they didn’t even know we 
were writing a story about them.” 

She got me. 

Just a few weeks before she died, 
she e-mailed me about a sidebar for 
the Preakness story. She was still 
working, stiU looking after the details. 
After she died, I was telling my friend, 
trainer Tim Keefe, about how she 
was e-maikng me, working, working, 
working all the way to the end. 

He said, “If you knew you didn’t 
have much time left, what would you 
do? Would you be working?” 

I said, “I don’t know. I know that’s 
what Lucy did. That’s what she needed 
to do. That was her hfe, her dedication 
to Maryland racing. I respect that.” 

And miss it.

RAHYSTRADA COMES 
OF AGE IN TURF CUP 
AT COLONIAL DOWNS

Once a claimer, Rahystrada has made new strides since moving to Scooter Hughes’s barn. He took a shine 
to Colonial Downs - his 14th race track - by winning the Colonial Turf Cup for leading rider Sheldon Russell. 


W hen Colonial Downs altered the 
conditions of the Colonial Turf 
Cup, changing it from a 3-year-old 
stakes to an open stakes for older horses, 
it expected to attract battle-tested veterans 
who make the turf world go round. 
Welcome to Colonial, Rahystrada, 

The 7-year-old made his 32nd career 
start in the $500,000 Turf Cup, centerpiece 
of a three-stakes card on June 18, Owned 
by Robert Courmey and trained by Byron 
(Scooter) Hughes, Rahystrada has traveled 
the country the past few seasons, climbing 
out of the claiming ranks and earning a 
living in mrf stakes from Illinois to Florida 
to Virginia, 

Colonial's leading jockey, Sheldon 
Russell, gnided the son of Rahy from sixth 
in a field of eight to score by a length and 


a half over favorite Smart Bid, with Dark 
Cove third, Rahystrada finished a firm 
mile and three-sixteenths in 1:54,68 and 
increased his earnings to $823,824, 

Rahystrada won his debut as a 2-year-old 
at Elks Park in the summer of 2006 when 
trained by Frankie Brothers and owned by 
breeder Jaime Carrion, A few years later, 
Rahystrada wound up with Hughes, sta¬ 
bled at the Thoroughbred Center on Paris 
Pike in Lexington, As Carrion phased out, 
Hughes convinced Courtney (who foaled 
him) to buy Rahystrada, 

‘4 thought he was going to be a nice, 
fun horse to have, win some claiming 
races," Hughes said, ‘‘Mr, Carrion wanted 
to get out, sol told Robert to buy the horse 
and we'd have some fun, I didn't think we'd 
have this much fun," 


Rahystrada made his eighth consecutive 
stakes start in the Colonial Turf Cup and 
sampled his 14th different race track. Last 
year, he won the Arlington Handicap-G3 
and hit the board in two other stakes. This 
year, he finished second in the Tampa Bay 
Stakes-G3 and fourth in the Woodford 
Reserve Turf Classic-Gl before winning 
the Colonial Turf Cup, 

“I thought he would like the course real 
well," said Hughes, who trains about 20 
horses, “I was fairly confident; he had been 
training great. We thought he would show 
up and make a nice show of it. He pulled 
it off for us. He's the best one I have and 
have ever had; I'm honored to have him. 
He's made life exciting," 

Out of the unraced Deputy Minister 
mare Ministrada, Rahystrada has become 
a cult figure around the Thoroughbred 
Center, galloping in the grass fields and 
utili 2 ing the dirt track for bree 2 ing, 

“You'd think he would be ready to 
go because the only time he goes to the 
track is to work, but he goes over there 
and hangs out at the docker's stand for 
15 minutes and watches everybody train," 
Hughes said, “He doesn't get in any hurry. 
They aU know him and chit-chat with him. 
He never works real fast or anything. He 
doesn't move as well on the dirt as the 
grass, but he just keeps himself fit and 
does what he needs to do. The docker just 
loves him," 

Rahystrada dipped into the $50,000 
claiming ranks during the summer of 2009, 
then wound up finishing the season with a 
victory in the River City Handicap-G3 at 
Churchill Downs, He's since made his way 
to the upper turf realm, finishing fourth in 
the Arlington Mi11ion-G1 last summer. At 
7, he's certainly not slowing, 

“People ask me what happened, why 
he got so much better," Hughes said, “He 
was 5 years old, and we started doing some 
subtle things with him, training him in the 
fields, and one of the keys was getting Ine 2 
Karlsson on him. He likes a rider who just 
guides him and doesn't tell him what to 
do. Keep him relaxed—she did that, and 
Sheldon did a great job, 

“Just trying to keep him happy, he gets 
six or eight weeks between races. Some¬ 
times we take him home to the farm and 
turn him out. He doesn't have too many 
bad days," 

ARUNA ARRIVES FIRST IN 
EVANS ALL ALONG STAKES-G3 

Graham Motion continued his stellar 
year when Flaxman Holding Ltd,'s home- 
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bred Aruna rebounded from her first 
American loss to win the $100,000 Edward 
P. Evans All Along Stakes-G3. 

Ramon Domingue 2 rated Aruna in a 
comfortable spot in sixth before unleash¬ 
ing her customary torrent; she scored by 
a length and a half over Dyna Waltz (GB). 
Apple Charlotte rallied from last of seven 
to finish third. 

Born in Kentucky Aruna won once in 
five starts in France for trainer Jonathan 
Pease before transferring to Motion last 
summer. The daughter of Mr. Greeley won 
an allowance race at Saratoga, the Pebbles 
Stakes at Belmont Park and the Grade 2 
Mrs. Revere Stakes at Churchill Downs 
to complete her 3-year-old season. Put 
away for the winter, she remrned to finish 
second in the Churchill Distaff Turf Mile 
Stakes-G2 on Kentucky Derby Day. 

was disappointed in that she got beat 
but not disappointed in the way she ran,’’ 
Motion said, ‘d think the world of this filly. 
I think she’s very good. Her races last year 
were very impressive. I spoke to Jonathan 
myself: He liked her a lot, but she did start 
bleeding-that’s why she came over here. 
He was sad to let her go, but it was the logi¬ 
cal thing to do. He had very high regards 
for her. She’s a lovely fiUy.” 

Out of the multiple graded stakes- 
winning Unbridled mare Surya, Aruna 
has a 10-5-2-1 record and earnings of 
$359,424. She finished the mile and an 
eighth in 1:49.21, about three-fifths off of 
the course record. 

FOLLOWMYFOOTSTEPS 
MAKES TRACKS IN DA HOSS 

Nearly an hour before Rahystrada 
scored, another 7-year-old displayed 
youthful flair as Followmyfootsteps naded 
Action Andy to win the $50,000 Da Hoss 
Stakes by a nose. 

The triumphant gelding, imported to be 
a steeplechase horse for Merriefield Farm 
and trainer Tom Voss, won for the third 
time on American turf. 

Followmyfootsteps won once in 
Ireland and finished fifth in the Irish 
2,000 Guineas-Gl in May 2007 under the 
Cooknore umbrella. The son of Giant’s 
Causeway and Lady Carson (by Carson 
City) ran once in 2008 and once in 2009 
before being purchased for an American 
hurdle career. That didn’t last long after 
one start at Atlanta resulted in a lost rider. 

Voss quickly audibled, and Followmy¬ 
footsteps responded by winning two flat 
allowance races at Delaware Park and Sara¬ 


Aruna started five times in France before bieeding problems ianded her in the U.S. “I think the worid of 
this fiiiy,” trainer Graham Motion said after Ramon Dominguez piioted her second graded stakes victory.

toga. He finished up the year just missing 
by a head when second in the Three Coins 
Up Stakes at Aqueduct. 

Off at 9.20-1, Followmyfootsteps slipped 
through on the rail under Rajiv Maragh to 
nail front-runner Action Andy in the last 
stride. Favorite Mikoshi finished third after 
a mile in 1:36.47. 

Followmyfootsteps’s first stakes victory 
was his fourth win overall (in 16 starts). 
He’s earned $138,029. 


SUPREME IS SUPREME 

The classically bred Supreme, whose 
dam, Mon Belle, is a full sister to Kenmcky 
Derby-Gl winner Monarchos, made the 
grassy $50,000 Buckland Stakes her first 
added-money victory on June 25. 

The 4-year-old daughter of Belmont 
Stakes-G1 winner Empire Maker ralhed 
from fourth under Luis Garcia to win by a 
half length over Toni’s the Won, followed 
by What She Said. Owned by Fares Farm 
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The Fares Farm Inc. filly Supreme, out of a full sister to Kentucky Derby winner Monarches, denied front¬ 
runner Toni’s the Won in the Buckland Stakes. She hasn’t been worse than second in six career starts. 


Inc., Supreme went off the favorite and 
covered five and a half firm furlongs in 
1:02.90. In six starts, she's never finished 
worse than second, earning $90,400. 

Based at Fair HiU Training Center, train¬ 
er Leigh Delacour and husband Arnaud 
have developed a quality string of horses. 
They won a tough $26,000 turf allowance 
with Gary CherveneU's Joharmony on June 
23. Winner of the HiUtop Stakes at Pimlico 
in 2010, Joharmony finished seventh in the 
Grade 3 GaUorette Handicap before her 
first trip at Colonial. 

The Delacours recently picked up horses 
for Roy and Gretchen Jackson's Lael Stable, 
adding to a small but potent lot. 

Leigh Delacour, a former assistant to 
Graham Motion, figures she picked up a 
few things from her former boss. 

^d'm like Graham: I'm not enthusiastic. 
I'm optimistic about horses," Leigh said.

Clark and Dixie Stakes-G2 before taking 
the Colonial Downs handicap. Campaigned 
by Maher throughout his 21-race career. 
Lonely Whistle has won five races and hit 
the board in the Woodlawn and Henry S. 
Clark Stakes. 

AS CURTAIN RISES, 

VIRGINIA OWNERS STAR 

On June 8, Colonial Downs opened its 
doors for the 15th season of summer rac¬ 
ing. Virginia-based owners Audley Farm, 
PTK LLC, David Ross, Magalen Bryant 
and Larry Johnson jumped out to produc¬ 
tive starts during Virginia's only race meet. 

Fresh off a Pimlico spring tide, PTK 
sent out the most runners over the first 
three weeks, hitting for six victories from 
their first 25 starts, including an impressive 
maiden claiming score by homebred Pour 
Ma Soeur on June 26. Tom Haughey, wife 


Paula and daughter Kaidin comprise PTK, 
which has some 50 horses in training. 

‘‘We just like to win," Tom Haughey 
said. “We've tried every aspect and try to 
tweak it each year to see what works best. 
We have homebreds, established winners, 
claimers. . . We try to get the mix just right 
so we have horses running regularly and 
horses coming up. It ebbs and flows. We 
had nine horses claimed from us at the end 
of Pimlico." 

From Charlottesville, the Haugheys 
jumped at a parmership oppormnity in 
1999 and have been dedicated ever since. 

“We liked it so much, we did it on 
our own," Haughey said. “It's crazy. My 
daughter is a horse person, and my wife 
and I were horseplayers. My wife grew up 
going to Santa Anita, Hollywood Park, Los 
Alamitos as a kid; she had horseplay in her 
blood. We really like the races." 

Audley Farm, based in BerryviUe, Va., 
won four of its first seven races and more 
than $80,000 in purses, including a couple 
of maiden turf races. 

Ross, always a powerhouse at the meet, 
won 10 races from his first 18 starts, 
including two by Schleprock. 

Bryant unveiled two impressive debut 
winners the first couple of weeks. Home¬ 
bred Deputy Fling scored by nearly four 
lengths for Ferris Allen on June 15, and 
Virginia-bred Sondheim swept home by 
seven lengths for Jonathan Sheppard on 
June 18. 

Johnson dusted off a couple of home¬ 
bred turf runners to score as well. 

TRAINER PINO SIZZLING; 

ALLEN HAS FOUR-WIN DAY 

Trainers Michael Pino and Ferris Allen 
battied at the top of the leader board. 
Utilizing Ross's aggressive approach, Pino 
struck at an improbable 57 percent to start 
the meet; Allen sent out winners at a 17 
percent rate. 

Allen won races in bunches, includ¬ 
ing an epic spree on June 22. The vet¬ 
eran Maryland trainer won the fourth with 
Warwick Stable's No Satis Action, lighting 
up the board for a $56.80 win ticket. Allen 
returned a race later to win with Audley 
Farm's homebred Latika ($4.80) and, two 
races later, scored again with Bhardale 
Stable and Cavanaugh Breen Farm's Black 
Tie Only ($7.60). In the ensuing race, 
Amaty Racing Stable's N. Y. StyHn ($5.20) 
rallied from last to win a maiden claim- 
er. That made four. Seeking one for the 
thumb, Allen sent out Fabulous Prospect 
in the nightcap, and the 4-year-old obliged. 
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Not so fast, the stewards ruled: They 
disqualified Fabulous Prospect for inter¬ 
ference at the sixteenth pole. For the day, 
Allen went 4-for-7 with two seconds and a 
third. Not a bad day’s work.

The Washington 
College graduate unleashed impressive 
first-time starter Cee’s My Lady for Audley 
Farm on June 25.

T eaks North might be one of the most 
underrated turf horses in the country.

In his 
first start of the year on the Jersey Shore—a 
salty renewal of the $250,000 Monmouth 
Stakes-G3 at nine furlongs on the turf on 
June 12—he again was something of an 
afterthought as Get Stormy ehcited over¬ 
whelming pari-mutuel support. 

Get Stormy was a deserving favorite. 
Back-to-back victories in Grade 1 races — 
the Maker’s Mark Mile at Keeneland 
and Woodford Reserve Turf Classic at 
ChurchiU Downs—drove his odds down to 
4-5. He also had a win over the Monmouth 
course, in last year’s Elkwood Stakes. 
Teaks North had defeated Get Stormy in 
the Gulfstream Park Turf Handicap-Gl 


in February, after which their fortunes 
diverged; Teaks North couldn’t scratch the 
trifecta in three starts, including a seventh- 
place finish in the Turf Classic. 

Pace makes the race, and Get Stormy, 
a committed frontrunner, had company 
there from Get Serious, the local mil¬ 
lionaire who won the Monmouth Stakes 
last year. The two went headlong for the 
lead. Get Serious on the inside. Ramon 
Domingue 2 , Get Stormy’s hder, tried to 
get his charge to setde but couldn’t avoid 
the duel. They went the half mile in :48.23 
and quickened past six furlongs in 1:11.90. 
Meantime, Eddie Castro, Teaks North’s 
rider, managed a dreamy trip in third, some 
four lengths behind the leaders. 

In midstretch Get Stormy gained com¬ 
mand from Get Serious, but his lead was 
short-lived as Teaks North motored down 


the center of the course and went by with 
ease. Get Stormy stayed on gamely, but 
Sleepless Knight arrived late for the place, 
three-quarters of a length behind the win¬ 
ner. Teaks North ($11.60) was clocked in 
1:48.56 over a mrf course labeled good. 

Trained by Justin Sallusto for owner 
Jules Boutelle. Teaks North, a stakes 
winner on mrf and dirt, has never lost 
on the Monmouth grass. Last year, he 
won his first mrf start at 30-1, then the 
Restoration Stakes at 11-1. A half-brother 
to graded stakes winner Wooden Phone, 
Teaks North is a Florida-bred son of 
Northern Afleet and the High Honors 
mare Teaksberry Road. 

“I told Eddie, ‘Sit off the early speed, 
and when you mrn for home come and 
get them,’ and that’s exacdy what he did,” 
SaUusto said. “Today was perfect. He loves 
it here.” 

BREEN: RHYMES WITH GREEN 

It’s hard to recall the last time Mon¬ 
mouth had such sensational 3-year-olds 
on the grounds. They can be found in 
Kelly Breen’s barn, where, by the end of 
June, he had a classic winner, Belmont 
Stakes-G1 hero Ruler On Ice, and $1 mil¬ 
lion Louisiana Derby-G2 winner Pants On 
Fire. Breen is the private trainer for owners 
George and Lori Hall. 

Skip Away and Holy Bull trained at 
Monmouth in the 1990s, but the last 
Triple Crown race winner stabled at the 
Oceanport track was Bet Twice, in 1987. 

One week after Ruler On Ice took the 
Belmont, Pants On Fire ($3.20) remrned 
on June 18 with a professional perfor¬ 
mance in the $200,000 Pegasus Stakes-G3. 
With regular rider Rosie Napravnik, Pants 
On Fire stumbled slightly out of the gate, 
the most anxious moment of the race for 
the Jump Start colt. 

Napravnik patiently guided Pants On 
Fire behind the early speed, and he moved 
quickly to challenge three-wide into the 
final mrn. He shook clear at the head of 
the lane and coasted home. Preakness also- 
ran Concealed Identity overcame some 
traffic trouble for second, two lengths 
behind the winner. Turbo Compressor 
finished well back in third in the five-horse 
field. 

On a fast track. Pants On Fire covered 
a mile and a sixteenth in 1:42.89. 

DENOMINATION A 
STUDY IN CLASS 

Already a Grade 3 winner, Mrs. Alec 
Head’s Denomination added another in 
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An early stumble was Pants On Fire’s only misstep in the Pegasus. Under Rosie Napravnik, the Jump Start 
colt won his second graded stakes for George and Lori Hall a week after their Ruler On Ice took the Belmont. 


the $150,000 Violet Stakes on May 30. It 
didn’t come easily 

It took all the powers of turf-riding 
maestro Joe Bravo to get Denomination 
($4.20) to the wire first. Well back of 
the early pace, Denomination entered the 
mix before the final turn, knifing between 
horses to get a clear trip. But at the top of 
the stretch, she appeared hesitant to go on. 

Bravo scrubbed on her, hustling her 
inside where she found an opening. But in 
deep stretch, leg-weary pacesetter Marquet 
Madness drifted toward the rail. Bravo 
pulled Denomination to the two-path, and 
in the final strides she held off the furious 
rally of Unbridled Essence. The winning 
margin was a nose, the final time 1:41.92 
for a mile and a sixteenth over a firm turf 
course. 

A daughter of Smart Strike out of the 
Storm Cat mare Dreamlike, Denomination 
began her career in France, where she won 
two Group 3 races at 3, then moved to 
Christophe Clement’s barn in the fall of 
2009. The Violet pushed the 5-year-old 
mare’s earnings to $429,301. 

SEAN AVERY MAKING A 
NAME FOR HIMSELF 

Sean Avery, unraced in 2010, has 
returned to the track a different animal. 

The $75,000 Longfellow Stakes on June 
5 offered evidence that the 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing appears on the verge of becoming one 
of the best sprinters in the country, as long 
as he remains healthy. 

The AUen Iwinski trainee tore through 
the Longfellow, taking over midway around 
the turn and opening up with devastating 
ease. With Joe Bravo up, he won by 11% 
lengths and covered six furlongs in 1:09.27, 
a fast time for the strip this summer. The 
resultant 112 Beyer speed figure was a 
sprinting rarity. 

Plagued by injuries throughout his 
career, evidenced by his one start in 2008 
and four in 2009, Sean Avery has pushed 
forward. He has three consecutive wins 
(without a layoff for owner Black Swan 
Stable. Bred by Darley in Kentucky, the 
gelding is by Cherokee Run out of the 
Forest Wildcat mare Latin Lynx. 

Overall, Sean Avery has won five of 
eight races and $173,180. 

POMEROYS PISTOL 
A LOADED SPRINTER 

Amy Tarrant has homebred Pomeroys 
Pistol, another talented sprinter, fuUy cal¬ 
ibrated. After four consecutive graded- 
stakes appearances, including a victory

O n the day of the $150,000 Obeah 
Stakes-G3, June 11, Fox Hill Farms 
Inc/s Havre de Grace was atop the 
National Thoroughbred Racing Associa¬ 
tion’s rankings, amassing more first-place 
votes than any horse in America. The mil¬ 
lionaire daughter of Saint Liam kept her 
2011 record perfect at three starts, three 
wins, and maintained her position in the 
NTRA poll by cruising to victory 

The nine-furlong Obeah serves as a 
traditional prep for Delaware Park’s mar¬ 
quee event of the season, the Delaware 
Handicap-G2, and Havre de Grace pro¬ 
nounced herself ready for the main course. 
With Gabriel Sae 2 in the saddle for trainer 
Larry Jones, she dominated four rivals at 
1-5 odds, racing just off the early pace. 


then collaring leader Sarah’s Song after six 
furlongs and proceeding to a two and a 
quarter-length victory in 1:49.87. Tiz Miz 
Sue, a two-time stakes winner at Delaware 
Park, was second, followed by Sweet N 
Sour Nina, Sarah’s Song and Repreive in 
the strung out field. 

‘‘Gabriel gave her a hand ride through¬ 
out,” said Rick Porter, owner of Fox Hill 
Farms. “It was a piece of beauty. Hope¬ 
fully, this will set her up for the Delaware 
Handicap. It was a great job by Larry’s 
team today and a perfect ride.” 

Said Jones, who took over the training 
of Havre de Grace this year from Anthony 
Dutrow: “Needless to say, the horses she 
beat are good horses, and they made her 


get something out of this race. The race is 
going to surely tighten her up.” 

A 4-year-old Kentucky-bred out of the 
Carson City mare Easter Bunnette, Havre 
de Grace won for the sixth time in 11 
starts; she’s never been off the board. The 
Obeah was her third graded stakes victory 
this year, Oaklawn Park’s Apple Blossom 
Handicap-Gl among them. She’s earned 
$1,371,175. 

FOR ALL FOR THEE, A FIRST 

David Cottle and Smart Angle LLP’s 
AH for Thee registered her first career 
stakes victory in impressive fashion when 
she won the $7 5,000 Go for Wand Stakes 
on June 4. 

The stoutly favored 3-year-old daughter 
of Elusive Quality made short work of 
four rivals, drawing away to a two-length 
tally over Daring Reality, with Oh So Bella 
another three and three-quarters lengths 
back in third. The chesmut winner raced 
the one mile and 70 yards in 1:42.35 over 
a fast track with Jeremy Rose riding for 
trainer Anthony Dutrow. 

Before the Go for Wand, All for 
Thee had broken her maiden in March at 
Oaklawn Park, then captured a conditional 
allowance race at Delaware on May 7. With 
career earnings of $95,400, she was headed 
for the Delaware Oaks-G2 on July 9. 

“We were extremely pleased with her 
race [in the Go for Wand],” Dutrow said. 
“She moved forward and stepped up her 
game.” 

DISCO DANDY SETS TURF MARK 

About 30 minutes before the Go for 
Wand, Samuel Rogers’s homebred Disco 
Dandy set a five-furlong record on the 
mrf, zipping :55.66 in the optional claimer 
worth $27,360 to the winner. 

With Gabriel Saez aboard, the gelded 
son of Disco Rico effected a three-length 
victory and bettered the :55.84 course 
record Beer Stein had set in 2005. 

A 7-year-old Maryland-bred out of 
Flying Lady (by Fly So Free), Disco Dandy 
has won seven of 18 starts for trainer Mary 
Eppler, competing throughout his career 
in the Mid-Atlantic region. The gelding has 
competed five lightly raced seasons, earn¬ 
ing $145,840. In his first outing of the year, 
on May 8, he posted a one-length score in 
a five-furlong turf allowance at Pimlico, 
where he holds the current course mark of 
:55.70 set on May 22, 2009. 

Risked for $40,000 in his most recent 
record-setting spot, he found no takers.

Nancy Mazzoni’s She Be Classy record¬ 
ed the first stakes victory of her 20-start 
career on June 18 when she won the 
$75,000 John W. Rooney Memorial by 
three and a half lengths under Joe Rocco 
Jr. She provided trainer Graham Motion 
his fifth triumph in the Rooney, which has 
had only eight runnings. 

She Be Classy vaulted past the $100,000 
mark with her fifth career victory. Bred 
by Mazzoni, the 4-year-old daughter of 
Toccet and Narjis Flower (by Pleasant 
Colony) is a half-sister to multiple graded 
stakes winner Storm Mesa. 


The race transferred to a fast dirt track. 
She Be Classy traveled the mile and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:45.31 and returned $8.80 as the 
fourth choice of seven. Thundering Km ilia 
finished second, a length and a quarter bet¬ 
ter than third-place Millennia. 

LINE CHANGE SCORES 

After disappointing in his first stakes 
try at Monmouth Park, Paul L. Fowler Jr.’s 
Line Change rebounded in a big way in the 
$50,000 Floor Show Stakes at Delaware on 
June 13. 

The 3-year-old son of Toccet and the 
Malibu Moon mare Tipperary Moon was 
reserved just off the pace early, swung 
three-wide to gain the lead at the head of 


the lane and fought back J W Blue to pre¬ 
vail by a head at odds of 11-1. 

It was the fifth win in eight starts for 
Line Change, trained by Gary Capuano 
and ridden by Joshua Navarro. The chest¬ 
nut colt, bred by Casdeton Lyons and 
Kilboy Estate Inc. in Kentucky, was pur¬ 
chased by Capuano for $25,000 at the 2009 
Keeneland September Yearling Sale. He 
has made $106,470. 

PINS ’N NEEDLES SHARP 

Trainer Patrick J. Graham has estab¬ 
lished a fine reputation as a trainer of turf 
horses, having sent out Crow’s Nest to 
victory in the RobelHno Stakes last year at 
Penn National. He affirmed it at Delaware 
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Park when Pins ’n Needles, whom he also 
owns, posted a huge upset in a mile and a 
sixteenth starter allowance on May 31. 

With jockey Julian Pimentel aboard, the 
8-year-old son of Pin Stripe gave an excit¬ 
ing performance, getting up at the wire by 
three-quarters of a length over Ham and 
Ernie, followed by Stolen Chevy. 

Lagging near the back of the 12-horse 
field through six furlongs. Pins H Needles 
launched a move midway on the final mrn, 
angled five-wide into the stretch, then 
accelerated rapidly to pass his rivals and 
post the $72.60 shocker. 

The victory was the fifth from 50 life¬ 
time starts for Pins 'n Needles, who had 
not started since a ninth-place finish in a 
Laurel Park turf sprint last October. 


Pins ’n Needles was bred by the late F. 
Eugene (Fitz) Dixon, a prominent Penn¬ 
sylvania owner/breeder and former chair¬ 
man of the Pennsylvania State Racing 
Commission. Pins ’n Needles made his 
first start just 11 days after Dixon’s death, 
on August 13, 2006, at Delaware Park 
when sent out by trainer John Fisher. 

Graham soon took ownership of the 
gelding and first raced him on October 22, 
2006, at Delaware, in which he finished 
second in a maiden claimer. In four subse¬ 
quent seasons. Pins ’n Needles has made at 
least nine starts in each, amassing earnings 
of nearly $100,000. 

Pins ’n Needles’s dam Soap Opera 
raced for Dixon. A winning daughter of 
Theatrical (Ire) out of Secretariat Lass (by 


Secretariat), Soap Opera descends from a 
prominent female Hne. Her second dam is 
multiple stakes winner Burnished Bright, 
herself the dam of three graded stakes 
winners-Burnish and sires Bright Valour 
and Bright Launch. 

TRAINERS’ RACE TIGHT 

One month into the meet, the train¬ 
ers’ race was much closer than many 
had expected. Juan Vazquez, who over¬ 
whelmed his competition by taking the 
2010 Delaware training crown by more 
than 30 wins, was thought poised for a 
repeat. But he was being tested. 

As of June 18, Vazquez had 14 wins, 
followed by Jamie Ness (13), Steve Hobby 
(12) and Randy Nunley (nine). W 


GOING FOR 
THE GUSTO AT 
CHARLES TOWN

A $400,000 purse for 3-year-old sprint¬ 
ers makes for lofty goals, and Charles 
Town’s Red Legend Stakes-one of 
six stakes making up the track’s fourth 
annual ‘‘Sprint Festival” and marketed as 
“the richest race in the country for 3-year- 
old sprinters”-saw a compelling, full field 
of 10 step forward to take a shot at the 
huge payday on the evening of June 18. 

Back class and a Grade 1 score at the 
seven-furlong distance made Gem Inc.’s 
J P’s Gusto the L70-to-l favorite, even 
though the son of Successful Appeal was 
winless in his last six efforts (he won four 
of his first five career starts). After aiming 
for a Triple Crown campaign, the bay ridg- 
Hng was in a new barn (Michael Hushion’s) 
and on target for a sprinting future. 

Showing dazzling acceleration that left 
the others groping, J P’s Gusto secured his 
future with a devastatingly easy score in 
the Red Legend, winning by six and three- 
quarters lengths over Loranger Native, 
who nosed out Nacho Saint for the place. 

Local rider J.D. Acosta picked up the 
mount on J P’s Gusto; they had their first 
meeting in the paddock. 

When on his game, J P’s Gusto has 
proven his early turn of foot, and Acosta, 
who did his homework, sought not to get 
into a speed duel, even after his mount 
broke quickly: “I knew he hked to be in 
front, and I tried to sit right off [early 
leader Der Meister],” said Acosta. As Der 


A $400,000 sprint enticed New York-based 
trainer Michaei Hushion, and J P’s Gusto 
justified the trip with a runaway score in the 
Red Legend Stakes for jockey J.D. Acosta.

Meister posted a reasonable opening frac¬ 
tion of :23.24, J P’s Gusto maintained 
contact outside. At the half, he was pulling 
away. . . when urged, he spurted clear and 
the race was over. 

‘‘That’s the whole deal with the track 
here —stay out of trouble with a horse like 
this and you’ll be good,” noted Acosta. 

The final time was 1:25.03, weU off 
the track record, but .54 seconds faster 
than the previous year’s edition won by 
Comedero. 

Among those J P’s Gusto thrashed were 
Peter Redekop B.C. Ltd.’s Loranger Native, 
from the same connections as Comedero 
and winner of the Blue and Gold Stakes 
at Charles Town in April in his previous 
start; George and Lori Hall’s Nacho Saint, 
a stablemate to Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Ruler On Ice who was graded stakes-placed 
at Saratoga at 2; Harold Queen’s Litde 
Drama, a multiple stakes winner and half- 
brother to Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
and 2009 Red Legend winner Big Drama 
sent off as the second choice at 2.70-1; 
and Kentucky Derby-Gl starter Decisive 
Moment, a stakes winner at Delta Downs 
who finished second to Animal Kingdom 
in Turfway Park’s Spiral Stakes-G3. 

J P’s Gusto was one of the top juve¬ 
niles in the country in 2010 after tak¬ 
ing such respected California tests as the 
Del Mar Futuhty-Gl, Best Pal Stakes-G2 


and Hollywood Juvenile Championship 
Stakes-G3, and finishing second to Jaycito 
in the Norfolk Stakes-Gl and Comma to 
the Top in the CashCaU (formerly Holly¬ 
wood) Futurity-Gl. 

The best runner owned to date by 
Gem Stable’s Dr. John Waken, a retired 
pathologist who named his stable star for a 
grandson, John Paul, J P’s Gusto recorded 
his fifth win from a do 2 en starts and has 
earnings of $811,760. Bred in Kenmcky 
by WinStar Farm, he is out of the s takes- 
winning Caller 1. D. mare Call Her Magic. 

WINK AT THE GIRLS PROVES 
WILD AND WDNDERFUL 

The seven-furlong, $100,000 Wild and 
Wonderful Stakes for older runners lured 
two major candidates—last year’s Red 
Legend winner Comedero and Charles 
Town runner extraordinaire Russell Road, 
both experts at the distance (Comedero 
was 2-for-2; Russell Road, 14-11-0-2). 
Bettors heavily backed Comedero, sending 
him off as the 3-5 choice; Russell Road was 
the second choice at 9-2. Neither won. 

Instead, 21-1 longshot Wink At the 
Girls, who was claimed for $40,000 in 
January by his owner, Jeff Greener’s R J G 
Racing Management LLC, and trainer, 
Murray Rojas, closed late under Oscar 
Flores and hit the wire a half length to the 
good of 12-1 In the Juice. Russell Road ran 


evenly to finish two and a quarter lengths 
back in third. Comedero, who set the pace, 
faded to sixth in the field of nine. The 
winner, who completed the distance in 
1:25.21, paid $45.40 to lucky supporters 
and topped a $461.40 exacta. 

Comedero, doing what he normally 
does, shot to the front and rattled off frac¬ 
tions nearly identical to those he set the 
year before in the Red Legend: the first 
quarter in :23.16 and the half in :46.30 
(compared to :23.46 and :46.31 in 2010). 
But the 124-pound equal top weight (with 
Russell Road and 2011 General George 
Handicap-G2 winner No Advantage), 
Comedero was soon under pressure. As 
the leader headed into the far turn, he was 
joined outside by longshot Flat Bold, who 
wrested the lead away by the top of the 
stretch. Russell Road, stalking throughout, 
ranged up and made it three across the 
track in midstretch. 

Wink At the Girls, who had also stalked 
the early pace, was losing ground as the 
others battled into the turn.

Wink At the Girls, a graded 
stakes horse during his 3-year-old season 
in Canada, has earned $510,746 from 41 
starts. 

IMMORTAL EYES STAYS 
FOCUSED IN DASH 

Immortal Eyes reiterated that he is one 
of the best sprinters in the region after tak¬ 
ing his second consecutive $75,000 Charles 
Town Invitational Dash Handicap. Sent 
off as the 1-2 favorite, the Robert Abbo 
Racing Stable LLC runner led throughout 
and, guided by Travis Dunkelberger, flew 
home a decisive three and a half-length 
winner over Tup Take’ Please, with well- 
known rival Ju Jitsu Jax another length and 
three-quarters back in third, and a neck 
in front of 2010 Maryland Million Sprint 
winner Jack On the Rocks. 

Based at Bowie Training Center with 
trainer Damon Dilodovico, Immortal Eyes 
has been spectacular at the Dash’s four and 
a half-furlong distance, now winning five 
of six starts, with one second, aU at Charles 
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Immortal Eyes didn’t blink in the invitationai Dash Handicap. He cruised at 1-2 Grand Kisses (outside) ducked from Oscar Fiores’s whip and lost a big iead but

Town. In his previous Charles Town out¬ 
ing, also at four and a half furlongs, he 
broke the track record in the Webb Snyder 
Stakes in April, stopping the clock in 
:50.09. His time for this year’s Dash was a 
quick :50.76, just .05 seconds off his time 
of a year ago. 

Immortal Eyes has stepped up his game 
this year at age 6. After two dismal show¬ 
ings in Florida over the winter (once on the 
turf), he remrned to winning form with an 
allowance score at Charles Town in March. 

Dilodovico sent the bay son of 
Greamess out for his first graded stakes 
attempt in the six-furlong Maryland Sprint 
Handicap-G3 on one of racing’s biggest 


stages, Preakness Day at Pimhco, on May 
21. Immortal Eyes nearly pulled it off at 
long odds, missing by a neck to Ventana in 
a batde down the stretch. 

Bred in Florida by Adena Springs out 
of the Private Terms mare Private Eyes, 
Immortal Eyes has three wins in five starts 
this season, with $118,940 of his hfetime 
total $315,147 earned this year. 

THROWING KISSES IN THE 
LADY CHARLES TOWN 

The wide-open $75,000 Lady Charles 
Town Stakes for 3-year-old fillies at six and 
a half furlongs was a thriller to the end, as 
frontrunner Grand Kisses, who looked the 


certain winner turning for home, nearly 
threw it away in the stretch, then prevailed 
over the onrushing Moordit Malibu and 
Sweet Susan to win by a neck, with the 
duo finishing in a dead heat for second in 
one of the most exciting stretch runs of 
the year. 

Sent off as the 5.10-1 fifth-choice of 
seven runners. Grand Kisses had started 
in claiming races as recently as February, 
when trainer Tim Kreiser nabbed her 
for $15,000 at Penn National for owner 
Kathleen Jacovino. A steady performer, 
the daughter of Grand Reward had never 
been worse than fourth in six previous 
starts, finished second the day she was 
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claimed, then came back less than a month 
later to win her first start for her new con¬ 
nections, in her initial allowance attempt. 

Grand Kisses upped her game signifi- 
cantiy when second, beaten just a length 
and a half by top 3-year-old sprint fiUy 
Quanmm Mss, in the Trevose Stakes at 
Parx Racing next out. The only time in her 
11 starts she was worse than fourth was 
in Pimlico’s Mss Preakness Stakes in May, 
when fifth, two and three-quarters lengths 
behind the winner, R Holiday Mood. 

Surprisingly, Sweet Susan, who followed 
Grand Kisses home in both the Mss 
Preakness and Trevose, was sent off at 
shorter odds (3.50-1). Favoritism, at 2.40-1, 
was bestowed upon Dream, a Maryland- 
bred daughter of Malibu Moon who also 
finished behind Grand Kisses when third 
in the Trevose. But Dark HoUow Racing 
Partnership’s talented fiUy had two allow¬ 
ance wins and three stakes-placings from 
five starts, and a buUet work for trainer 
Rodney Jenkins a week earlier. Another 
daughter of Malibu Moon, Moonlit Malibu, 
was second choice at 2.90-1. 

Grand Kisses shot to the lead, set frac¬ 
tions of :23.15, :46.38 and 1:12.53, and 
drew off around the far turn as jockey 
Oscar Flores took a peak over his left 
shoulder. Opening up by five lengths. 
Grand Kisses received a left-handed smack 
from Flores as they straightened for the 
stretch run, and shocked everyone as she 
shot away from it, veering out about five 
paths and losing all her momentum and 
her lead. 

Moonlit Malibu, who lost touch with 
the leader around the turn after chasing 
her in second the entire trip, maintained 
an aU-out drive and got to the front in the 
final yards, but a resurging Grand Kisses 
fought back. Rallying in between the two 
was Sweet Susan, and the three hit the 
wire together. Dream was four and a half 
lengths back in fourth. 

In getting her third win in 11 starts. 
Grand Kisses increased her bankroll to 
$109,430. Bred in Kenmcky by Herman 
Heinlein, she is out of the Kissin Khs 
mare Two Kisses, a half-sister to Eclipse 
Award winning 2-year-old Answer Lively. 

SHE’S BACK IN TOWN 

The eagerly awaited return of Down 
Town AUen came in the first stakes race 
of the evening, the $50,000 Fancy Buckles, 
for registered accredited West Virginia- 
bred fillies and mares. And the 4-year-old 
daughter of Windsor Casde made fairly 
light work to get her eighth career stakes 


victory, winning by two and a quarter 
lengths under Matt McGowan. 

The last two times Down Town Allen 
appeared on the track was during the fall 
of 2010, when she failed to hit the board 
for the only times in her career (discount¬ 
ing Breeders Classics 2009, when she was 
disqualified from first to seventh). 

Both the fall races posed serious chal¬ 
lenges-one was in open company, the 
$400,000 Charles Town Oaks, the other 
against older runners in the West Virginia 
Jefferson Security Bank “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic Stakes. But John Casey’s homebred, 
who won aU five of her previous starts that 
season (three stakes), proved she deserved 
some time off 

Training progressively for her return, 
Down Town Allen posted consecutive 
bullet works and earned the respect of the 
bettors, going off as the 2-5 favorite of 
the seven who turned out for the Fancy 
Buckles. 

Her challengers included two highly 
accomplished runners in their own right: 
7-year-old Natures Annuity, the leading 
earner in the field with $393,428; and 2009 
Fancy Buckles winner Beware of the Bop, 
now 5, who was one of the most talented 
West Virginia-bred fillies in training at 3 
and 4 when she reeled off 10 wins in 13 
starts between April 2009 and April 2010. 

Down Town AUen was more than ready 
for a four and a half-furlong return, taking 
her customary position on the front end, 
cruising through a :21.93 quarter and a 
:45.59 half, then holding Namres Annuity 
safe as she completed the distance in 
:52.12. Beware of the Bop, who pressed 
the leader early, weakened to finish third. 

The win, her 10th in 17 starts, increased 
Down Town Allen’s earnings to $416,257. 

SHOWING THE WAY IN 
THE COIN COLLECTOR 

There were two ways to approach 
the $50,000 Coin Collector Stakes for 
registered accredited West Virginia-bred 
3-year-olds. Choose John Casey’s more 
experienced Just Your Way, making his 
ninth career start and coming in off a two- 
length aUowance score against older run¬ 
ners. Or foUow undefeated Aaron’s Way, 
Longfield Racing’s juvenile stakes winner 
who captured his sophomore debut in 
allowance company in April by two and a 
half lengths. 

More money was bet on Casey’s run¬ 
ner, who went off the 1.10-1 favorite. 
Aaron’s Way was second choice at 1.30-1. 


The other seven runners were barely con¬ 
sidered. 

It turned out to be Aaron’s Way who 
always had the upper hand. The burly son 
of Yes It’s True stalked early leader Mr. 
Woolley, took charge on the turn and flew 
home to win by five lengths. Just Your Way, 
who bore in at the break, lost ground early 
and lagged in midpack before making his 
run, rallied strongly and just failed to catch 
King of Scottiand, who hung on for the 
place by a neck. The final time for the four 
and a half furlongs was :52.30. 

It was the fourth win for Aaron’s Way, 
who broke his maiden in eye-catching 
fashion in July 2010, captured the Henry 
Mercer Memorial Stakes in August by a 
nose over Just Your Way in his second 
start, then was put away for the year after 
an incident in which he got loose in the 
barn area. ‘‘He knocked himself around 
pretty good and he needed surgery, so 
we decided to give him the time off,” said 
trainer Chris Keller. 

Bred by Wade Sanderson, the 
$93,060-earner is the first foal out of the 
Mahbu Moon mare Malibu Sue, also a 
stakes winner at 2 and 3 who raced for 
Sanderson her entire career. ^

DOES IT HER WAY 
AT CHARLES TOWN

W on't Be Denied refused to switch 
leads and twice protested the whip 
with a swish of her tail. But she 
was otherwise efficient on May 28, setting 
the pace from the rail and finishing off her 
first stakes victory in the $50,000 It's Binn 
Too Long Stakes. 

Won't Be Denied returned in mid-May 
off an eight-month break with an all-out 
dash to win a four and a half-furlong allow¬ 
ance. She followed with another spirited 
effort in the It's Binn Too Long, her stakes 
debut, lasting by a half length over Ideal 
Thoughts. Blushing B. J. finished third 
among eight registered accredited West 
Virginia-bred 3-year-old fillies. 

Jockey Travis Dunkelberger directed 
Won't Be Denied through four and a half 
furlongs in :52.70 on a fast track. 

Won't Be Denied won for the third 
time in five tries for trainer Ronald Sigler, 
who bred and owns the dark bay fiUy 
with Stephen Mitchell. By Windsor Castle, 
Won't Be Denied is out of $113,124 earner 
Romantic Twist, a daughter of Wild Rush. 
Won't Be Denied has amassed $64,460. 
Her performance was substantiated 
when runner-up Ideal Thoughts posted a 
dominating allowance score on June 12 as 
the 1-2 favorite. The daughter of Not For 
Love and Holly's Promise (by Corporate 
Report) posted a gate-to-wire, four-length 
victory under Grant Whitacre. On a sealed 
track deemed good, she traveled four and 
a half furlongs in :52.67 for owner Francis 
W Daniel and trainer Crystal Pickett. 

RUN, RUN, RUNCO 

Charles Town's leading trainer, Jeff 
Runco, boosted the records of a number 
of the track's top jockeys while utilizing the 
services of Travis Dunkelberger, Antonio 
Lopez, J. D. Acosta and seven-pound bug 
rider Gilberto Santiago to secure allowance 
wins. 

On May 25, Runco saddled H. Neil 
Glasser and Coleswood Farm Inc.'s home¬ 


bred filly Count Your Pennies for a seven- 
furlong allowance score under Santiago. 
The 4-year-old bay daughter of Aptitude 
out of A Penny Saved (by PenteHcus) 
produced a strong closing finish to defeat 
favorite Hot Sauce by three-quarters of a 
length. 

Dunkelberger had the mount for the 
Runco-trained Golden Set on May 29, and 
the prohibitive favorite proved why with a 
five and three-quarter-length victory. The 
state-bred 3-year-old son of Tapit out of 
Swing Set, by Swing Till Dawn, clocked a 
1:20.41 for six and a half furlongs in his 
first action since winning the West Virginia 
Farm Family Insurance Vincent MoscareUi 
Memorial Breeders' Classic Stakes in 
October. Runco trains the colt for owner 
David M. Raim. 

The Runco/Dunkelberger combination 
paid off again on June 3 when Maryland- 
bred Hoohhan, the 0.90-1 favorite cam¬ 
paigned by his breeder Silverton Hill LLC, 
scored a two-length victory over longshot 
Etched in Stone, The 4-year-old son of 
Great Notion was recording his fourth 
allowance victory in five starts this year, 

DUNKELBERGER CLICKING 

Dunkelberger found success in numer¬ 
ous barns, getting multiple allowance wins 
for Maryland-based trainers Rodney 
Jenkins and Damon Ddodovico. 

Dunkelberger joined Jenkins in the win¬ 
ner's circle on June 1 with Music Please, 
after the 4-year-old daughter of Bowman's 
Band captured a $30,000 allowance by 
one and three-quarters lengths over stakes 
winner Silver Heart. Mrs. J.WY. Martin Jr.'s 
homebred was winning for the first time 
beyond a mile when taking the mile and a 
sixteenth test and increased her record to 
four wins from six starts. Out of Martin's 
homebred stakes-winning Lord Gaylord 
mare Lady Beaumont, Music Please con¬ 
cluded her 3-year-old season with a vic¬ 


tory in Laurel Park's Squan Song Stakes for 
Maryland-breds last December. 

On June 9, the Jenkins-trained Song 
Warrior, 6-5 favorite in a field of seven, 
scored a half-length victory over He's 
Speightfulin a four and a half-furlong allow¬ 
ance with a $27,100 purse. HiUwood Stable 
LLC's Kentucky-bred 4-year-old colt, by 
Songandaprayer out of the Boundary mare 
French Line, was a $150,000 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May sales purchase. He has three 
wins from five starts. 

Dunkelberger scored with the Dilodo- 
vico-trained Bri's Vision by six and a half 
lengths on May 29 for owner/breeder 
Alvin Lapidus. The 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred son of PoUard's Vision has finished 
third or better in aU seven starts. 

Dilodovico also put Dunkelberger on 
the former Florida-based 6-year-old Cove 
Star, who rallied to take a $28,000 allow¬ 
ance at seven furlongs on June 16. The 
Ronald E. Cuneo-owned son of Delaware 
Township was clocked in 1:26.33. 

Dunkelberger guided Donald E. Camp¬ 
bell's 5-year-old Silent Shot to a $28,000 
allowance victory for trainer Wilham 
Campbell on May 28. Another valuable 
score came aboard Danny LimongeUi's 
3-year-old filly North Freeway (trained by 
Hugh McMahon) on June 10. 

UNSUAL MANNER SPELLS WIN 

Unsual Manner was disturbed but not 
deterred in a $31,000 allowance on May 28. 

Apprentice rider Kenny Santiago 
helped the son of Suave Prospect quickly 
recover from a bump at the start, and the 
5-year-old Florida-bred surged to the front 
on the backstretch and held on with an all- 
out effort, besting runner-up jujitsu Jax by 
a half-length. Love to the Max was third of 
five. 

Gabriel Menei owns and John Conner 
trains Unsual Manner, a gelding who sped 
four and a half furlongs in a quick :51.10. 

LUSTER FOR LEOBUSTER 

Gold N Pass Stable's favored Leobuster 
warmed up for his unsuccessful bid in the 
Wild and Wonderful Stakes with a winning 
effort in a six and a half-furlong starter 
allowance on May 26. 

The Patricia Simpson-trained son of 
Housebuster backed his support with a 
two and a quarter-length victory in 1:19.28 
under Luis Batista. The 6-year-old Virginia- 
bred gelding, out of the Our Native mare 
Leotive, is a half-brother to multiple s takes- 
placed Rock to Bop.

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A LEGEND GROWS 
AT PARX RACING

W intickett Farm's Indian Legend 
embellished her story in dramatic 
fashion by bursting past multiple 
graded stakes winner and heavily favored 
Tar Heel Mom to capture the $250,000 My 
Juhet Stakes by a nose on May 28. 

Trainer Cynthia Reese, among the few 
women to have saddled a Kentucky Derby 
starter—she trained In Contention in 1996— 
gave a leg up to Angel Arroyo, and he gave 
Indian Legend a smart ride over a Hght- 
ning-fast track. 

Indian Legend, a 4-year-old full sister 
to Cherokee Queen, who captured the Dr. 
James Penny Memorial on turf at Parx last 
year, had won a conditional allowance by 
neatly four lengths on April 26, and placed 
in the Langhorne Stakes at the Bensalem 
oval on March 29 two starts before the 
My Juliet. 

Despite the speed-favoring strip, Indian 
Legend was last in the six-horse field early 
as Tar Heel Mom, the 124-pound co- 
highweight under Alex SoHs, engaged in 
a fierce duel with Lady Lucinda and Lady 


Alexander through an opening quarter 
mile of :21.28. 

Around the far turn. Tar Heel Mom 
shook clear and opened up after 2 ipping 
a half mile in :43.45. Arroyo, meanwhile, 
shot Indian Legend through a hole along 
the rail and engaged Tar Heel Mom at the 
head of the lane. It appeared briefly that 
Indian Legend, who carried 10 pounds less 
than Tar Heel Mom, would sprint away, 
but Tar Heel Mom bravely battled back 
to fall just a nose short at the wire. It was 
more than seven lengths back to Brilliant 
Sunshine in third. Co-highweight and sec¬ 
ond choice Sweet Goodbye was never a 
factor and finished fifth. The time was a 
swift 1:08.22 for six furlongs. 

Indian Legend had a brief layoff last 
summer after undergoing throat surgery to 
repair an entrapped epiglottis. 

‘We always knew she was a nice horse, 
but she started to entrap last year," Reese 
said. “We weren't quite sure at first, because 
it seemed her breathing was affected, and 
then in her next start it wouldn't be. Finally, 


after it was diagnosed, we did a throat 
operation on her, and she's come back bet¬ 
ter than ever. She ran a couple of races in 
1:08 and change, and I told Karen [Farrar, 
Wintickett principal], ‘How much faster 
does she have to run?' We thought she was 
stakes-cahber, and she proved us right." 

A Kentucky-bred by Cherokee Run 
out of Virginia Bee (by Virginia Rapids), 
Indian Legend improved to four wins, four 
seconds and a third from 14 starts, with 
$284,120 in earnings. 

EL CHURRUCA: A CUIM TO FAME 

Victory Thoroughbreds LLC has had 
enormous success with trainer Ramon 
Preciado the last few years, and it con¬ 
tinued in a big way on June 18 when 
El Churruca held off Maryland invader 
Ben's Cat to win the $200,000 Parx Dash 
Handicap under Angel Arroyo. 

Claimed by Victory Thoroughbreds for 
$10,500 out of a race at Parx on February 
19, 2008, El Churruca has produced out¬ 
landish returns. Since the claim, and since 
being switched to the turf, he's won or 
placed in five stakes and earned better than 
$570,000. 

In the Parx Dash, contested at five 
furlongs on a course Hsted good, El Chur¬ 
ruca was dismissed at odds of 7.90-1 
behind favored Chamberlain Bridge, who 
won last year's Breeders' Cup Turf Sprint 
Stakes-G2. Poised outside, he stalked the 
pace set by California invader Lt. Hopeful, 
made a sustained run to poke his head in 
front at the eighth pole, and responded 
gamely to outrun the onrushing Ben's Cat 
to score by a head. 

The Jim Stable's Ben's Cat, trained by 
King Leatherbury, was one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths better than Pegasus Holding 
Group Stables and IE AH Stable's Radio¬ 
head (GB), who finished third. Chamber- 
lain Bridge was a non-threatening sixth, 
four and a half lengths behind the winner.

Jockey Stewart Elliott rated the chestnut 
daughter of Two Punch off the early pace¬ 
setters, and Bold Affair swung five-wide 
on the turn and boldly took the lead in 
midstretch. She survived a dogfight with 
Strike the Moon, the favorite, and Ms. 
Cruisen' to prevail at the wire by a length, 
covering six and a half furlongs in 1:17.07. 
Strike the Moon was second, A Story of 
Revenge third. 

Bold Affair, third in the Miss Preakness 
Stakes at Pimlico in her previous start on 
May 20, renewed acquaintances with sev¬ 
eral fillies in that race. R Holiday Mood, 
the Miss Preakness winner, finished sixth 
and last in the Jostle; Strike the Moon had 
finished second in the Miss Preakness. 

The victory was worth $120,000 to 
Bold Affair, who has earned $163,020 
from four lifetime starts. The Jostle was her 
first stakes triumph and third win overall. 

Bold Affair is the first stakes winner 
from three foals produced by the Colonial 
Affair mare Hunka Hunka Lori Z, a stakes 
winner of $266,533. A fuU sister, Lori Z’s 
Punch, has earned $143,075.

The first race for 2-year-olds, contested 
on June 12, yielded an unexpected vision 
in the slop. 

Pure Whim's Gem, longest shot in the 
field of five first-time starters at 15-1, 
kicked clear late for a three-length victory 
over Our Pal.

RUNAWAY HORSEMAN 

Following a highly successful 2010, 
trainer Juan Carlos Guerrero has been

O wners and breeders gathered atop 
the Penn National grandstand on 
May 27 as the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association presented its annual 
Iroquois Dinner and awards ceremony 
honoring its human and equine champions 
for 2010, The evening’s racing program 
featured three six-furlong stakes, two for 
state-breds and one historic passage. 

Daniel M. Ryan’s homebred Quantum 
Miss set a track record in winning the 
$75,000 Wonders Dehght for 3-year-old 
fillies. Over a sealed and super-fast sur¬ 
face, Quantum Miss sped the distance 
in 1:08.63, .02 faster than the mark Bold 
Union set on July 31, 2009. 

Trained by Anthony Dutrow and ridden 
by Jeremy Rose, Quantum Miss had no 


trouble handling her seven state-bred foes, 
grabbing the lead from the start and open¬ 
ing an eight-length spread a half mile out. 
By the time she barreled into the stretch, 
her lead had increased to nine lengths, and 
she coasted under the wire 12 lengths in 
front of Ann’s Smart Dancer, with Rose 
gearing her down late. Lenape Rim was a 
length behind in third. Quantum Miss’s 
fractions were :22.11, :44.29 and :56.08. 

Foaled at Mark Reid’s Walnut Green in 
West Grove, Pa., Quantum Miss has been 
nothing short of spectacular for Ryan, 
winning five of seven starts, including 
four stakes, and nearly $240,000. Last year, 
she capmred the restricted Blue Mountain 
Stakes at Penn National; this year, the 
Cicada Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct and the 


Trevose Stakes at Parx Racing before the 
Wonders Dehght. 

The gray is a daughter of sprint cham¬ 
pion Smoke Glacken out of Quanah 
County, a stakes-placed daughter of Vahd 
Expectations. She is the first stakes winner 
from Quanah County, who has a 2-year-old 
fiUy by Stevie Wonderboy named Pretty 
Wonder, a Yes It’s True yearhng filly and 
a suckhng fiUy by Afleet Alex this spring. 

A PEPPY PEPPI KNOWS 

While Quantum Miss appears a filly 
with a bright fumre, an estabhshed star 
was unable to make it two in a row in the 
$75,000 Changing Times Stakes. 

MiUionaire and Grade 1 winner Fabu¬ 
lous Strike, who remrned from an 18- 
month injury layoff on April 9 with a 
dominating allowance victory at Penn 
National, could not repeat in the Changing 
Times as the heavy favorite in a field of 
eight. 

Fabulous Strike, trained by Todd Beattie 
and ridden by Dana Whitney, broke a step 
slowly, raced outside horses and never 
threatened, finishing fifth, beaten about 
five lengths by winner Peppi Knows. 

Peppi Knows, a 4-year-old son of 
Stephen Got Even sent off at 8.90-1, 
ducked out leaving the starting gate and 
also raced wide under jockey Frankie Pen¬ 
nington, rallying into the stretch outside of 
leaders Wink At the Girls and Khan of 
Khans. The Tim Kreiser trainee closed 
relentlessly to pass those rivals and get the 
victory by three-quarters of a length in 
1:10.10. Jack On the Rocks rallied strongly 
for second, a half length better than Khan 
of Khans. 

Peppi Knows has won a stakes race 
each of his three racing seasons. At 2, he 
captured the Finger Lakes Juverdle (and 
placed in the Grade 2 Remsen at Aqueduct 
and the Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial Juvenile 
at Presque Isle Downs); at 3, he won the 
Whirlaway Stakes at Aqueduct, and now at 
4, the Changing Times. 

From 16 starts, he has won seven races 
and $290,030. 

The gelding was bred in Kentucky by 
G. Watts Humphrey Jr. and is owned by 
Lucky Star Racing Inc. He is out of the 
Seeking the Gold mare Miracle Worker. 

MOONLITE GRINDER SHINES 

The first stakes of the evening, the 
$75,000 Danzig for 3-year-olds, proved a 
springboard for Syknar Farm’s Moonhte 
Grinder. The gelded son of Grindstone, 
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Lucky Star Racing Inc.’s Peppi Knows held off fast-closing Jack On the Rocks A $4,000 weaniing, Syimar Farm’s Moonlite Grinder improved to 5-for-7 by 

and Khan of Khans in the Changing Times; mighty Fabulous Strike was fifth. winning the Danzig for jockey Angel Rodriguez and trainer Bernie Houghton.

who raced about a length back in second. 

Rodriguez bided his time along the rail 
until midstretch, where Moonlite Grinder 
accelerated rapidly to overtake a tiring Der 
Meister and Harbor Kid and kick away 
to win by a length and three-quarters in 
1:09.82. Another Houghton-trained run¬ 
ner, Blue Sky Partners and Donald L. 
Brown Jr.’s Trade Secret, rallied for second, 
while Der Meister clung to third. Harbor 
Kid and Cherokee Carl completed the 
order of finish. 

Moonlite Grinder was bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Dr. William E. Riddle Jr., an 
equine veterinarian based in Rising Sun, 
Md. Dr. Riddle had been the veterinarian 
for Syimar Farm, owned by Houghton’s 
parents, Ronnie and Betsy Houghton, and 
located in Christiana, Pa. 

The Houghtons, honored that evening 
as the PHBA’s top breeder award recipients 
for 2010, purchased Moonlite Grinder as 
a weanling for $4,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
December Mixed Sale at Timonium in 
2008. 

The Danzig victory was the fifth from 
seven starts for Moonlite Grinder, the 
$45,000 purse boosting his bankroll to 
$151,936. 

SYLMAR STRIKES AGAIN; 
GOLDDIGGER’S BOY REAPS 

Less than three weeks after Moonlite 
Grinder broke through, the Houghtons 


were winning big again as homebred 
Outiaw Dancer took the Lyphard, one of 
two $75,000 stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
on the June 14 program. 

The Lyphard Stakes, for fillies and 
mares, was taken off the turf, which 
deterred Outiaw Dancer not at aU. The 
4-year-old daughter of Bowman’s Band 
and the It’s Freezing mare Enhancement 
won by a length over Tap Sofdy, with 
Single Scoop two and a quarter lengths 
behind the winner in third. 

Ridden by David Cora for trainer Bernie 
Houghton, Outlaw Dancer finished a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:45.79 and remrned 
$11 with her fifth victory in nine starts. 


The two-time stakes winner has earned 
$183,260. 

Two races later, well-backed Golddig- 
ger’s Boy substantiated his 3-5 odds in the 
Docent Stakes, winning by four and three- 
quarters lengths. 

Trainer Ramon Preciado vanned in 
from Parx Racing with William J. Hartwell’s 
Golddigger’s Boy, and the talented son of 
Jump Start managed his sixth victory in 10 
starts. He’s not finished worse than third, 
earning $283,368. 

The 4-year-old easily outfinished sec¬ 
ond-place Sloane Ranger; Royal Clash was 
far back in third in a strung-out field of six 
older males. Under Stewart Elliott, Gold-

WHAT RISES THROUGH 
THE GRASS IS THORNY 

Thorny has proven a consistent check- 
getter—not only for purse money but 
Pennsylvania breeder awards-for Jerome 
and Barbara Burdick. 

The 6-year-old gelded son of Cat’s 
Career has competed on aU surfaces during 
his 25-race career, showing an affinity for 
mrf and synthetics. He has amassed nearly 
$180,000 in earnings, from three straight 
victories over the Tapeta track at Presque 
Isle Downs to begin his career through 
his win on May 31 at Penn National in a 
$39,440 allowance race at five furlongs on 
soft grass. 

^‘He’d never competed on soft turf 
before,” said Barbara Burdick, his owner/ 
trainer. ^‘But he really ran a powerful race.” 

The fourth betting choice in a field of 
seven at 4-1, Thorny broke alertly under 
Dana Whimey to attend the early pace 
inside. He slugged it out with Scorpian’s 
Ruckus and Snow Mon down the back- 


stretch and around the turn, then shook 
clear entering the stretch. He edged away 
to a one and a half-length victory over the 
rallying Blue Light Special in 1:00.49. A tir¬ 
ing Wildcat Jessie held third. 

After capturing his first three starts for 
Burdick and her husband. Thorny was 
sidelined for nine months with lameness. 
Brought back in May 2009, the gelding 
has since enjoyed a largely uninterrupted 
career. Last year, he finished third, after 
leading until the last few jumps, in the 
$100,000 Mr. Jenney Handicap at Parx 
Racing. 

“This year, especially, we’ve had fewer 
problems with him,” said Burdick, who has 
a string of horses at the Bowie Training 
Center. “And, as he’s getting older, he’s 
getting better at what he does, and that’s 
sprint on the mrf He wants to go as fast as 
he can for as far as he can, and he’s been 
pretty successful doing that.” 

The Burdicks lost Chenin Rose, 
Thorny’s dam, this spring soon after she 
foaled a filly by Toccet; the fiUy was saved. 
Burdick remembers Thorny as “nothing 
special” when he was younger. 


“As a foal and later as a yearling, he was 
just a horse,” said Burdick. “He was calm 
and cool, maybe a little homely looking, 
but once we got him into training he was 
tough to deal with. When it came time for 
him to go to the track, he bucked a lot of 
riders off.” 

A TRIPLE FOR CONNER 

Trainer John Conner, enjoying a banner 
season at the Grantville oval, saddled three 
winners the night of May 31. Conner, a 
native of Chester County, Pa., won two 
races for owner Henry S. Witt Jr. and one 
for Amy J. Hartman. 

One of Witt’s winners was Rexdale 
Warrior, who triumphed in the co-feamre, 
a $32,000 allowance at six furlongs for 
3-year-olds and up. A 6-year-old son of 
One Way Love, Rexdale Warrior led every 
step under Angel Rodriguez, prevailing by 
a half length over A Kiss in the Park in 
1:10.86 and earning $19,200. 

Through June 18, Conner was fourth 
in the trainer standings, with 28 victories, 
striking at a 25 percent chp. ^ 
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SPEEDACIOUS LIVES 
UP TO HER NAME 
AT PRESQUE ISLE

A $30,000 Fasig-Tipton Texas yearling purchase, Louisiana-bred Speedacious (with jockey Miguel Mena) 
took the Satin and Lace in her Presque Isle debut, becoming dam Blushing Trish’s first stakes winner. 


A 4-year-old fiUy named Speedacious, 
boasting two stakes wins at distances 
under six furlongs this year, was 
shipped to Presque Isle Downs for the 
$100,000 Satin and Lace Stakes on June 21 
by trainer Bret Calhoun. Making her first 
visit to the Pennsylvania track, Speedacious 
was definitely one to consider—and a must 
for hunch players—but she was facing a 
Presque Isle queen in the five and a half¬ 
furlong test over the Tapeta surface, 

IPs Me Mom, the 3-year-old filly whose 
seven previous starts at the track had 
yielded five wins (two stakes), a second 
and a third, came into the Satin and Lace 
off a sensational Presque Isle allowance 
win against older mares, two of them set 
to face her again. The daughter of Put It 
Back, trained by Lynne Scace for owner/ 
breeders Jean and Thomas Bosch, was sent 
off the 9-5 favorite in the field of eight. 


The hunch players were the ones cash¬ 
ing the tickets as Speedacious, the big bod¬ 
ied, blaze-faced bay, stalked a sizzling pace 
while on the rail, rallied down the center of 
the track and scored by one and a quarter 
lengths over Wild About Marie, who got 
up for second. The winner completed the 
distance in 1:04.34. IPs Me Mom had con¬ 
tested the pace until the top of the stretch, 
then faded and finished last. 

With Miguel Mena in the irons, the 
Carl R. Moore Management LLC-owned 
Speedacious got her sixth win in her 14th 
career start (she also has a second and four 
thirds) to up her earnings to $310,550. 

Usually found on the lead in her most 
successful outings, Speedacious broke 
quickly but allowed IPs Me Mom and 
Wildcat Marie to go on, which they did 
enthusiastically, battiing through an open¬ 
ing quarter in :21.64 and a half in :44.98. 


Set down for the drive to the wire, 
Speedacious collared Wildcat Marie in 
deep stretch and burst away when switch¬ 
ing leads. Wild About Marie (the two 
‘‘Maries” are daughters of Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash Stakes-Gl winner 
Wildcat Heir) finished three-quarters of a 
length better than Wildcat Marie. 

The Louisiana-bred Speedacious, a 
daughter of that state’s leading sire, Yankee 
Gentleman, was purchased by her owner 
for $30,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Texas year¬ 
ling sale from breeder Elm Tree Farm. She 
is the first stakes winner out of the unraced 
Rahy mare Blushing Trish. 

IPs Me Mom’s showing was quite unex¬ 
pected. In the June 3 allowance, also at five 
and a half furlongs. It’s Me Mom set nearly 
identical fractions (:2L60 and :44.71, and 
finished in 1:04.16) while romping home by 
daylight over 5-year-old mares Waccamaw 
and Freedom Land, who returned to face 
her again in the Satin and Lace. 

SILVER SHINES FOR LEADING 
TRAINER JAMIE NESS 

One month into the meet, Jamie Ness 
was running away with another trainer’s 
tide. He had double the wins of second- 
ranked Joseph Martin (24-12) and sent 
out at least one winner on eight consecu¬ 
tive cards, from June 8 to June 17. Twice 
during that streak he had three wins on a 
day, including June 11, when Silver Prism 
scored. 

A daughter of Eurosilver trained 
throughout her career by Ness for Midwest 
Thoroughbreds Inc., Silver Prism got her 
fourth consecutive victory, and seventh 
win from nine career starts, in a one mile 
and 70-yard starter allowance. With regular 
rider Huber Villa-Gomez in the saddle, the 
dark bay 4-year-old filly dueled Blackwell 
for a half mile before taking charge and 
drawing off to a three-length score. Little 
B Rosson finished second. 

The 0.70-1 favorite in the field of five. 
Silver Prism has amassed $119,220 in her 
career. 

CHEEKS TURNING OUT 
BIG WINNERS 

It was only a matter of time before 
Stormy Spirit, searching for his first victory 
after contesting maiden races at Belmont 
Park, Arkngton Park and Keeneland, would 
make it to the winner’s circle. Owner/ 
trainer Joseph Cheeks unleashed a monster 
when he sent the 4-year-old son of Giant’s 
Causeway out for his sixth start in a mile 
and 70-yard maiden special weight for reg- 
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istered state-breds on the evening of June 
1. And the betting public was ready, as the 
chestnut gelding-the even-money choice 
in the field of six-dehvered a scintillating 
performance. 

Ridden by Erick Rodriguez, Stormy 
Spirit dueled through the opening quarter 
mile, then left his rivals in his wake while 
ridden out to an eye-popping 18 V 2 -length 
score. 

Bred by Brushwood Stable and sold for 
$100,000 as a yearling. Stormy Spirit cam¬ 
paigned for Gary and Mary West before 
dropping once in claiming company. 
Cheeks swooped in and took Stormy Spirit 
for $30,000 out of that race at Keeneland 
last October and gave his new acquisition 
time off The maiden victory came in his 
second start this year. 

One of the best-bred geldings in com¬ 
petition, Stormy Spirit is out of the Danzig 
mare Kapsiki, a full sister to graded/group 
stakes winner Delia Francesca and half- 
sister to graded stakes winners Caress (the 
dam of Sky Mesa), Country Cat and top 
sire Bernstein, as well as to the dam of 
Wiseman's Ferry. 

Another Cheeks runner is the 3-year- 
old gelding Toss the Stoops, who got his 
second win in as many starts in allowance 
company on June 3. The Florida-bred son 
of Da Stoops, racing in the colors of Kitty 
Cheeks, captured his debut on May 18 
at Presque Isle in dramatic fashion after 
setting the pace in a six-furlong maiden 
special weight and hanging on for the win 
in a three-horse photo. 

The allowance score was less eventful, 
as Toss the Stoops led at every call under 
Dale Beckner and galloped home a win¬ 
ner by two and three-quarters lengths. He 
rewarded his backers with a $30.80 score 
as the second-longest shot in the seven- 
horse field. 

SINGING PRAISES FOR 
VERSAILLES SONG 

The first day of June was a showcase 
for well-bred individuals: Versailles Song, 
a 3-year-old daughter of Unbridled's Song 
out of four-time Grade 1 winner and 
millionaire Versailles Treaty, drew off to 
a handy score in a six and a half-furlong 
allowance race. 

Campaigned by SF Racing LLC, the 
gray fiUy was unraced at 2 but soon in the 
winner's circle, taking a Mountaineer maid¬ 
en special weight on April 30 in her second 
start. Slightly overlooked in her Presque 
Isle debut, the Jim Corrigan-trained fiUy 
was reserved just off the pace in the early 


stages by Deshawn Parker before being 
sent at the three-sixteenths pole and cruis¬ 
ing home by three and a half lengths at 4-1 
odds. The three-quarter-sister to graded 
stakes winner Saarland (by Unbridled), 
Versailles Song got her second win from 
three starts. 

CATS SPRING FOR HAMM 

WinStar Farm and Blazing Meadows 
Farm LLC's Bluegrass Cat fiUy Plus One 
got her 2 -year-old career underway in spe¬ 
cial fashion, taking the first juvenile race 
of the Presque Isle season by a dominat¬ 
ing four and three-quarters lengths on 
May 25. The runner-up, Hannah's Holiday, 
returned to win next time out. 

Trainer Tim Hamm conditions Plus 
One, a chestnut filly who completed the 
four and a half furlongs in :51.69 for jock¬ 
ey R.D Allen Jr. She was bred in Kenmcky 
by WinStar Farm out of the Miswaki mare 
License Free, a three-quarter-sister to mil¬ 
lionaire License Fee (a daughter of Black 
Tie Affair-Ire). 

Hamm and WinStar Farm have more 
than one Bluegrass Cat offspring in the 
barn, and they got their second maiden 
special weight winner on June 18 when 
the 3-year-old colt Cobalt Cat flew home 
to win by six and a quarter lengths under 
Pablo Morales. The colt was bred by 
Blue Heaven Farm LLC and Racehorse 
Management LLC in Kentucky. 

Grade 1 winner Bluegrass Cat, the sec¬ 
ond-leading freshman sire in the nation in 
2010, stands at WinStar Farm in Versailles, 
Ky. 

JUVENILES MAKE 
SUCCESSFUL DEBUTS 

Big Wednesday, trained by Joseph 
Martin for the partnership of Martin 
Brothers Inc. and Napier Stables LLC, 
didn't let a bump at the start deter him, as 
the 2-year-old son of Repent rushed to the 
lead and stayed there en route to an eight 
and three-quarter-length score on June 10. 
The dark bay colt, ridden by Huber ViUa- 
Gomez, negotiated the four and a half 
furlongs in :53.64. 

Trainer Wesley Ward sent out Lions 
Head Stable LLC's homebred Horizontal 
Mickey to a popular victory on May 25. 
The 3-2 favorite in the field of eight, 
the dark bay gelding by Forest Wildcat 
was guided home by Sebastian Madrid 
a length and three-quarters to the good 
of Ittai. The top two finishers were bred 
in Pennsylvania. Horizontal Mickey, who 
completed the four and a half furlongs in 


:52.97, banked $30,420 for the win—the 
purse included a 30 percent bonus from 
the Pennsylvania-Bred Fund. 

SISTERS SCORE TWO IN ONE DAY 

George Strawbridge's Augustin Stable 
had two winners on the June 7 card, as 
Pennsylvania-bred half-sisters Heart Union 
and Project Rose, trained by Jonathan 
Sheppard, stepped up for lucrative scores. 

First out was Heart Union. A 4-year- 
old filly by Dixie Union, Heart Union got 
her first win in her fifth try by taking the 
second race, a mile and a sixteenth maiden 
special weight worth $30,420 to the win¬ 
ner. The 3-2 choice in the 11 -horse field. 
Heart Union led throughout under Mario 
Pino, at times by as many as six lengths, 
before crossing the hne two lengths on top. 

Project Rose went out for the fifth race, 
an optional claimer at six furlongs. With 
Pino again getting the call, the chesmut 
daughter of Not For Love stalked the 
pace five wide, then set sail for home to 
win by a length. She netted $33,540, and 
an additional $40,000 went to the stable as 
the 5-year-old mare was claimed out of the 
race by Dale Capuano for Crown Valley 
Stable. 

Both were produced by the Pleasant 
Colony mare Pleasant Heart, a half-sister 
to Grade 1 winners Thirty Six Red and 
Corrazona. 

STEWARDS HAVE BUSY DAY 

Hold aU tickets. The results of three of 
the first five races on June 11 were decided 
by the stewards, after various infractions in 
the stretch led to disqualifications of the 
winners. 

In the first race, a five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight, Corvino 
crossed the Hne first but was dropped to 
third, allowing FuU Blood to get the win. 
In the same race, Kissin Bobbi, who origi¬ 
nally finished fourth, was disquaHfied and 
placed last after bumping Coal Hill and 
causing that runner to lose his rider, Irwin 
Rosendo. 

The third race, a six-furlong claimer, 
saw a battle through the stretch between 
Bluegrass Dreamer and Indian Fog, with 
the former hitting the wire a neck in 
front. However, WinStar Farm's son of 
Bluegrass Cat lugged out late to bump the 
runner-up, so the top two were reversed. 
The winner, a son of Indian Charhe, is 
trained by Jamie Ness. 

In the next race, Lulengo Uno led 
throughout but bounced off Chariot Char 
down the stretch. It was a game effort, in 
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which Lulengo Uno hit the wire a nose 
in front, but the 4-year-old filly, the 8-5 
favorite, was relegated to second in the six- 
furlong test for $25,000 claiiners. Chariot 
Char, at 13-1, came away the winner. 

PABLO MORALES MAKING 
RUN FOR TOP JOCK 

The jockey leader through June 21 was 
Huber Villa-Gomez, one of Jamie Ness's 
go-to riders. But making a strong run was 
Pablo Morales, who trailed ViUa-Gomez 
by seven wins (28-21) but had a higher 
winning percentage (26 percent to Villa- 
Gomez's 25 percent). 

Morales made up a lot of ground by 
winning seven times over a two-day span. 
Three of the wins came for Joseph Martin, 
two for Tim Hamm. On Samrday, June 18, 
Morales had five mounts and scored three 
times (finishing second in the other two). 


When racing resumed on Tuesday, June 21, 
he rode in five races, winning four. 

BARLEHS STREAK ALIVE 

The 6-year-old gelding Bartletts kept his 
Presque Isle winning streak alive by taking 
a race for $25,000 claimers on May 28. Last 
year he won four straight from July 22 to 
September 24, scoring in allowance com¬ 
pany in his final start of the meet. 

Winless in four starts since at Laurel 
Park, Finger Lakes and Tampa Bay Downs, 
the M. Anthony Ferraro trainee remrned 
to his favorite track and was dismissed 
at 7.30-1 odds in the seven-horse field. 
Showing renewed spark, he dueled for the 
early lead and kept going, winning by two 
and three-quarters lengths under Harry 
Vega. His final time for the six furlongs 
was a solid 1:09.74, which earned the Mr. 
Greeley gelding a 91 Beyer speed figure. 


Owned by Corri Che Vinci Stables, 
Barletts has now earned $179,950 from 
43 starts. 

PAYING OFF BIG 

Pennsylvania-bred mare Cozzy Domi¬ 
cile, winless in 15 outings since a December 
2009 claiming score, rang the beU with a 
$133.80 return on a $2 win ticket on June 
15. 

Sent out by owner/trainer Chad R. 
Bowersock, the 5-year-old daughter of 
Domestic Dispute, with Ray Ganpath up, 
led at every call in the six and a half-furlong 
claimer for registered state-bred fillies and 
mares and rolled home to win by two 
lengths. It was her third victory in 31 life¬ 
time starts. ^ 
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POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well imderstood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health 
of our industry that we educate our elected official and sup¬ 
port those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its 
treasurer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

In memoriam 



DOT SMITHWICK 

Veteran steeplechase trainer Dorothy 
(Dot) Smithwick, a member of the Virginia 
Steeplechase HaU of Fame, died at her 
Middleburg, Va., farm on June 16. She 
was 82. 

A leading trainer on the Virginia steeple¬ 
chase circuit for many years, Mrs. Smithwick 
twice won the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup with 
Dr. Ramsey, who amassed 11 National 
Steeplechase Association victories in a long 
racing career. She also trained Big Estero 
to a 1991 Temple Gwathmey triumph 
and won multiple races with Rockaround, 
Quixotic, Double Found, Topeador (Chi) 
and Double Redouble. 

Mrs. Smithwick won two races this 
spring with Indian Run Farm’s Swimming 
River, at the Middleburg Spring Races on 
April 23 and on the Virginia Gold Cup 
program. May 7. 

Mrs. Smithwick campaigned horses on 
the National Steeplechase and Virginia 
point-to-point circuits for decades. She 
owned Sunny Bank Farm, a 1,650-acre 
spread adjacent to Glenwood Park near 
the northeastern edge of Middleburg, in 
Loudoun County, Va. 

Originally a Quaker farm. Sunny Bank 
has remained in the Smithwick family since 
1779. Mrs. Smithwick put 1,076 acres of 
Sunny Bank into easement in 2005. The 
cattle and horse farm is one of the largest 
conserved tracts in Virginia. 

Sunny Bank employed an open-door 
policy, taking in horses and horsemen and 
providing a haven for steeplechasing and 
fox hunting. Some stayed a weekend, oth¬ 
ers a lifetime. Alumni include leading ama¬ 


teur jockey Gregg Ryan, stakes-winning 
trainer Juke Gomena, Maryland Hunt Cup¬ 
winning jockey Joe Davies, Mrs. Smith- 
wick’s sons D. Michael (Speedy) and Roger, 
and countless horsemen who benefited 
from the opportunity. 

Historians assert that Civil War gen¬ 
eral Robert E. Lee’s horse. Traveller, was 
bred and raised at Sunny Bank. According 
to a family diary, seven generations of 
Smithwick’s family have lived at Sunny 
Bank. 

Mrs. Smithwick was heavily involved in 
the Piedmont Environment Council and 
the Goose Creek Association, serving on 
the board of the latter. 

The daughter of Samuel Hamilton 
Rogers Fred and Dorothy Kepler, Mrs. 
Smithwick graduated from St. Catherine’s 
School in Richmond, Va., and from Vassar 
College in 1950. She was married to the 
late HaU of Fame trainer Mikey Smithwick. 

WEBB SNYDER 

Webster Wilson (Webb) Snyder, 98, one 
of the early members of the Jockeys’ Guild 


and a longtime presence at Charles Town 
race track, died on June 16. 

Mr. Snyder rode from 1933 to 1952, 
primarily at Charles Town, and worked as 
an outrider at the West Virginia track for 
14 years, retiring at age 70. He closed his 
career as a Charles Town pony boy several 
years later and officiaUy retired in 1995. 

Mr. Snyder was inducted into the 
Charles Town Hall of Fame in 2010. The 
track’s Webb Snyder Stakes is named in his 
honor. 

Born in Crabbottom, Va., in 1913, Mr. 
Snyder grew up near Staunton, Va., became 
infatuated with horses and rode his first 
winner in 1933. Mr. Snyder served briefly 
in the Naval Reserve during World War II 
and received an honorable discharge for 
the effects of racing injuries. 

Mr. Snyder reportedly was scheduled for 
seven mounts on Charles Town’s inaugural 
program, December 2, 1933. Delayed by 
a snowstorm en route from Rockingham 
Park, N.H., he missed the card. Mr. Snyder 
won a race the next day aboard the filly 
DoUed Up and ended the 20-day meet by 
winning with two of his last three mounts.

MARYLAND’S PILLAR SIRE 
TWO PUNCH DEAD AT 28 



O ne of the longest and most success¬ 
ful runs for a stallion in the Mid- 
Atlantic region came to an end on 
June 25 when Northview StalHon Station’s 
celebrated sire Two Punch was humanely 
destroyed due to infirmities of old age. 
The 28-year-old son of Mr. Prospector was 
buried at the farm in Chesapeake City Md., 
near former Northview stalwarts Smarten 
and Caveat. 

‘‘Two Punch had been an integral part 
of Northview Stallion Station since we 
opened our doors in 1989,” said Richard 
Golden, Northview Stallion Station’s co¬ 
owner and managing partner. 

The imposing gray staUion launched his 
stud career in 1987 at Windfields Farm, 
which operated for many years on the 
property that is now Northview StaUion 
Station. At the time owned by a partner¬ 
ship between Windfields and his breeder, 
Eleanor Ross, Two Punch entered stud 
for a fee of $7,500 as a Hghtiy raced 
4-year-old by Mr. Prospector, who was 
beginning his rise as a sire of sires, and the 
first foal out of Echpse Award-winning 
champion 2-year-old Heavenly Cause, by 
*Grey Dawn II. Ross had bred and raced 
Heavenly Cause with her former husband, 
Jim Ryan, in the name of their RyehiU 
Farm. 


Two Punch proved popular from the 
start, and his first crop, which came to the 
races in 1990, helped solidify his stams. Of 
the 30 foals in that initial crop, 29 evenm- 
ally started and all were winners. “And 
he remained popular to the end,” noted 
Golden. 

Named Maryland’s StaUion of the Year 
three times (1994, ’95 and ’97), Two Punch 
has sired 54 stakes winners to date, includ¬ 
ing 1997 EcUpse Award-winning sprinter 
and now successful sire Smoke Glacken. 
Other major runners include Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Taking Risks and multiple graded 
stakes winner and $963,749-earner Punch 
Line. Two Punch got his most recent stakes 
winner on June 11 when his 3-year-old 
daughter Bold Affair captured the $200,000 
Jostle Stakes at Parx Racing, her third win 
in four starts. His current crop of 2-year- 
olds include Friscan, a winner at Keeneland 
in April who returned in his second start to 
finish third in the Grade 3 Bashford Manor 
Stakes at ChurchiU Downs. 

Two Punch has sired the earners of 
more than $49 mUUon, with 83 percent 
starters/foals and 77 percent winners/ 
starters. His runners earned in excess of 
$1 miUion every year from 1992 to 2010, 
and his 2011 earnings exceeded $700,000 
through June 26. 


Two Punch was a stakes winner at 3 
when he captured Oaklawn Park’s Bache¬ 
lor Stakes, getting six furlongs in 1:09.60. 
Trained by Woody Stephens, he won four 
of eight starts while racing in the name of 
Ross Valley Farm, finished third in Gulf- 
stream Park’s Swale Stakes, and earned 
$89,795. He was retired after being side- 
Uned by an ankle injury in the spring of 
1986. 

Prior to the 1995 breeding season. Two 
Punch’s success led to a battle to keep 
him in Maryland. The original parmership 
intended to sell the staUion to Kenmcky 
interests, but Golden and Northview Stal- 
Uon Station went to court to obtain an 
injunction that prevented the move—which 
was spurred by a contract dispute in which 
Northview wasn’t given its right of first 
refusal to buy him. After three weeks 
of negotiations with the principals. Two 
Punch was purchased and fiiUy syndicated 
by Northview. 

Said Golden at the time: “Keeping 
Two Punch in Maryland meant so much 
to me because it is something that is part 
of Northview’s overall goal. We are trying 
to improve the economic environment for 
the whole Thoroughbred community in 
the Mid-Atlantic by upgrading its stallion 
base. It is the breeders in the Mid-Atlantic 
who have vaulted Two Punch to his cur¬ 
rent nationally ranked position.” 

Two Punch’s success extended to the 
sales ring, especially with his juveniles, as 
he ranked for years as the region’s top sire 
in the market. Through this spring, a total 
of 182 of his 2-year-olds had sold for an 
average of $102,204. Sixteen Two Punch 
juveniles brought prices of $250,000 or 
more—his son. Heavyweight Champ, sold 
for $675,000 and went on to place in the 
Grade 1 Champagne Stakes. Yearlings have 
also proven profitable, as 436 sold at pubhc 
auction have averaged $51,530. 

Two Punch’s daughters have gone on to 
produce an exceptionally diverse group of 
top-class runners, including two-time 
Echpse Award-winning steeplechaser and 
milhonaire Good Night Shirt, multiple 
Grade 1-winning sprinter and milhonaire 
Shine Again and current top 3-year-old 
sprinter, multiple graded stakes winner 
Flashpoint. 

Two Punch is represented by 38 cur¬ 
rent juveniles and 33 yearhngs. He covered 
57 mares in 2010, the second most in 
Maryland for the year. Of the 21 mares he 
bred this year, 16 have been pronounced 
in foal.

IRON DEPUTY’S GUNFIGHTER HITS 
BULLSEYE AT MONMOUTH 



S usan and John Moore and M & M 
Thoroughbred Partners’s Gunfighter 
barreled home for a three-length 
score in Monmouth’s Bernie Dowd Handi¬ 
cap on June 19 to record his first stakes 
win and become the first stakes winner for 
the Moores’ staUion Iron Deputy. 

A 4-year-old from the second crop of 
Iron Deputy, Gunfighter has won four of 
his 14 starts and has never been worse than 
second in six starts at Monmouth. 

Sent off as the 1.40-1 favorite against 
eight registered state-bred rivals in the one 
mile and 70-yard Bernie Dowd, Gunfighter 
was quick away from the gate under Jose 
Valdivia Jr. and put in a stalking position 
behind stakes winner HermosiUo. He shot 
to the front as he rounded the far turn and 
drew off in the stretch. 

In his previous start, Gunfighter fin¬ 
ished second in the John J. Reilly Handicap 
at Monmouth. The Steve Klesaris-trained 
gelding has earnings of $225,057. 

Bred by the Moores in Pennsylvania out 
of the Ma 2 el Trick mare Sweetgeorgia- 
brown, Gunfighter quahfies to run in New 
Jersey-bred races by being sired by a state- 
based StaUion. Iron Deputy has stood at 
Walnford Stud in Allentown since 2006. 

‘‘He gets runners for the few foals 
he has,” said Walnford Stud owner Joe 
Jennings of Iron Deputy. “He throws nice 
foals, but it is hard getting mares to him.” 

Now 12, Iron Deputy entered stud 
after a career in which he won five of his 
10 starts, finished second once and third 
once and earned $370,900. Racing for the 
Moores, Iron Deputy won a stakes race 
each of the three seasons he competed. He 
scored by four lengths in Aqueduct’s six- 
furlong Huntington Stakes at 2; swept to 
a two and three-quarters-length victory in 
the Count Fleet Stakes going a mile and 70 
yards at 3; and easily won Belmont Park’s 
Grade 2 Brooklyn Handicap at a mile and 
an eighth at 4 over a field that included 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl winner Volponi 
and multimillionaires and Grade 1 winners 
Harlan’s Holiday and Evening Attire. 

Iron Deputy, a son of major sire Silver 
Deputy out of Femme de Fer (Fr) (by Iron 
Duke), stood his first season at Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in Pennsylvania before moving 


the next year to Walnford Stud. He has 27 
foals in his first three crops (the oldest now 
5), with 16 starters and 10 winners, and 
average earnings per starter of $47,378. 
His 3-year-old son All of the Above has 
won three of four starts, with one second, 
in 2011, including a six-furlong allowance 
by six lengths at Monmouth Park on June 
12. Iron Deputy is also the sire of Richie- 
fromshoprite, who finished first or second 
in aU four starts as a 2-year-old in 2009, 
counting a runner-up performance in the 
New Jersey Juvenile Stakes. 


A half-brother to Jaunatxo, a multiple 
graded stakes winner of $500,791, and 
to the dam of Czech Repubhc Horse of 
the Year Shamalgan and champion Char- 
donney Tcheque, Iron Deputy is from the 
family of English champion miler Vitiges, 
European champions Vetheuil and Victoire 
Bleue, French champions Vespone (Ire), 
Germinis, Verveine, Vertical Speed and 
Vendangeur and Grade 1 -winning million¬ 
aire Volga (Ire).

FIRST WINNER FOR 
COUNTRY ONLY 


W ins ton tariat smoked in his career 
debut, leading throughout a six-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight at River 
Downs before puQing away to a two and 
a half-length score. The 4-year-old, sent 


out by trainer Michael Sullivan for owner/ 
breeder Rebecca Holton, is the first winner 
for his sire Country Only, who stands at 
Naylee Farm in Summit Point, WVa. 


A member of Country Only’s first crop, 
Winstontariat is the first foal produced by 
Holton’s mare Tralala, a daughter of Irgun. 
Conceived in Maryland, the chesmut colt 
was foaled in Ohio. 

Country Only stood one season in 
Maryland before moving to Naylee Farm 
in 2007. The son of Carson City had cam¬ 
paigned for six seasons, making 37 starts 
and winning or placing 14 times while 
earning $389,906. At age 3, he won back- 
to-back stakes at Aqueduct—the Count 
Fleet and Whirlaway-and finished second 
that season, beaten by a head, in the Grade 
2 Illinois Derby. He also finished fourth 
behind Fusaichi Pegasus, Red BuUet and 
Aptimde in the Wood Memorial Stakes-G2. 

Out of the Stalwart mare Only Maisie, 
Country Only is a half-brother to stakes 
winner Saucy Maisie. His granddam is 
stakes winner One and Only, the dam of 
stakes winners Miss Waukesha, Look n 
Good Darhn and One Groovy One. One 
and Only is a half-sister to Canadian cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old fiUy Li2’s Pride. 

Standing 17 hands. Country Only gets 
foals as imposing as he is, according to 
Rene Moore of Naylee Farm. ^All his 
foals are reaUy large and aren’t mature until 
they reach 3,” noted Moore. The sire of 
four foals in his first crop, the 14-year-old 
stallion has 12 current 3-year-olds, includ¬ 
ing the placed runner County Echo from 
two starters, and 11 current 2-year-olds. 
He stands for $3,500 as the property of 
Adana Marquess and Robert Padgette’s 
A & R StaUions.

BUSTER’S READY 
ADDS TO LEGACY IN 
MOTHER GOOSE-G1 

T he late Edward P. (Ned) Evans built a legacy at his Spring 
Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., that will enrich Thoroughbred 
breeders for years to come. One of the hottest female lines in 
the world today descends from one of Evans’s foundation mares, 
Flight Dancer. And this family, along with aU the others at Spring 
Hill, will be sold at auction this fall at Keeneland. 

Already a valuable asset, the estate-owned Buster’s Ready 
increased her value substantially by sweeping to a four and a 
quarter-length victory in the time-honored Mother Goose 
Stakes-Gl at Belmont Park on June 25. The 3-year-old daughter 
of More Than Ready out of Beatem Buster (by Honour and 
Glory) is a fourth-generation descendant of Flight Dancer. 

Forwardly placed out of the gate for the mile and a sixteenth 
filly classic, Buster’s Ready pressed Salty Strike through opening 
fractions of :23.55 and :47.03. Flanked by Salty Strike to her inside 
and longshot stablemate R Gypsy Gold on the outside after three- 
quarters in 1:11.52, Buster’s Ready shook clear of that pair and 
began to draw away, easily holding off late-running 0.85-1 favorite 
Joyful Victory. The 7-2 second choice in the field of six, Buster’s 
Ready stopped the clock in 1:42.44. 

^‘She’s been steadily improving all winter and spring, and she’s 
a filly we always felt wanted more distance,” said trainer Todd 
Pletcher. ‘‘Her last race [the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes] 
was sort of a breakthrough race for her, and she’s kind of finding 
her rhythm now. She’s putting it aU together, and [it’s helped] being 
able to steadily get some route races.” 

A winner at 2, Buster’s Ready made her stakes debut in 
Aqueduct’s Out Ruled Stakes in March and finished third. Sent to 


Pimlico for the Black-Eyed Susan in May, she was in contention 
the entire trip, digging in through the stretch and making up 
ground on the winner Royal Delta to finish a clear second. The 
Mother Goose was her first attempt in Grade 1 company. 

With the $150,000 winner’s share of the purse, Buster’s Ready 
increased her earnings to $290,084 and has compiled a record of 
4-2-1 from nine career starts. 

Buster’s Ready is the third filly from her immediate family to 
win a stakes race this year. Her dam’s half-sisters, current stable- 
mates Quiet Giant (by Giant’s Causeway) and Dance Quietly (by 
A.P Indy), accounted for three stakes wins at Aqueduct over the 
winter. Buster’s Ready’s second dam, stakes winner Quiet Dance, 
also produced 2005 Horse of the Year Saint Liam and graded 
stakes winner and former Pennsylvania sire Congressionalhonor. 

Unformnately, Beatem Buster died of colic after producing just 
two foals—Buster’s Ready was her first, followed by a Tale of the 
Cat colt in 2009 now named Cromatico and sold as a yearling at 
the Keeneland September sale for $20,000. Quiet Dance’s only 
foal of racing age not to start-“She had ability, but had some 
issues that kept her from making it to the races,” noted farm man¬ 
ager Chris Baker-Beatem Buster was a “big, great-looking mare 
with a great temperament,” added Baker. “And she added another 
chapter to the book.” 

In addition to Quiet Giant and Dance Quietly, the Evans estate 
also owns their half-sister. Quiet Now, a 6-year-old daughter of 
Ti 2 now currently in foal to City Zip. 



CAMP VICTORY’S 
HOLLYWOOD STORY 
BEGINS IN VIRGINIA 


H omebuilder Danny Atkins made a trip to Lee Ann Smith’s 
Paradigm Farm in Warrenton, Va., eight years ago to learn 
how to ride. “And the rest is history,” said Smith, as the cou¬ 
ple has been together since, becoming parmers in the horse busi- 
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Stakes winners 


ness and in life. But Smith was not as enthusiastic when Atkins 
announced a short time later that he wanted to own a race horse. 

Smith, who has bred and owned race horses for about 25 years, 
supplied a horse, an unraced 4-year-old named Brogans Shield. 
And in 2004, with Susan Cooney as trainer, Brogans Shield won 
in his second career start-which hooked Atkins to the Thorough¬ 
bred business and launched a desire to breed his own race horses. 

^‘Victory Trick was the second mare Danny bought,” noted 
Smith. And out of that mare, in the name of Atkins Homes Inc., 
Atkins and Smith have bred graded stakes winner Camp Victory. 

Camp Victory, a flashy 4-year-old dark bay gelding by Forest 
Camp, got his first stakes win in the Grade 3 Los Angeles 
Handicap on May 30 over Hollywood Park's synthetic strip. The 
victory came upon the disqualification of Amazombie, who held 
off Camp Victory by a half length but caused a chain-reaction 
bumping incident in midstretch that affected the next two finish¬ 
ers. Amazombie was relegated to third. The final time for the six 
furlongs was a quick 1:08.87. 

It was the second graded stakes effort for Camp Victory, who 
had come up a nose short of catching Regally Ready in Santa 
Anita's Grade 3 San Simeon Handicap, his previous start, at six 
and a half furlongs on April 16. The former claimer got a break 
in weight in both handicaps, receiving six pounds from Regally 
Ready and eight pounds from Amazombie. 

Trainer Mike Mitchell claimed Camp Victory for $40,000 from 
the John Sadler barn in February for owners Feathers ton, 
Jacobsen and Miller. Before the claim. Camp Victory had earned 
more than $120,000 for his previous owner. West Point Thor¬ 
oughbreds, which had purchased him for $90,000 at the Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's March 2-year-olds in training sale. 

Camp Victory has three victories and a second in his last four 
outings. With seven wins in 16 lifetime starts, he has career earn¬ 
ings of $235,987. 

Atkins purchased Victory Trick, whose only foal at the time 
was a just-turned 2-year-old, at the 2005 Keeneland January mixed 
sale for $60,000 in foal to Buddha. The foal the 7-year-old mare 
was carrying. Clever Buddha, faded to win in five starts, but her 
next was a More Than Ready colt. Victory Ready, who did well at 
auction, bringing $130,000 at the 2007 Fasig-Tipton July yearling 
sale for his breeders, and then $175,000 as a juvenile at the Fasig- 
Tip ton February sale. He won four of 12 starts until his death at 
age 4. 

Victory Trick, a daughter of Clever Trick out of Victorious 
Answer, and a granddaughter of the Windfields Farm mare 


Victory Chant (who produced champion Giboulee), also died at a 
young age. Atkins and Smith sent the mare to Kentucky to be bred 
in 2008, the year after delivering Camp Victory, and lost her to 
founder. 

In the name of Atkins Homes Inc., the couple has three mares, 
although only one. Captain's Daughter (by Captain Bodgit), was 
bred for this year, producing a Mutakddim filly in March. Preferring 
to run their homebreds, Atkins and Smith have three horses at the 
track, and two 2-year-olds getting ready, all with Cooney, who is 
also a chent of Paradigm Farm, where she boards and foals her 
mares. 

“Camp Victory is definitely the best horse we've ever bred,” 
said Smith. “We are extremely proud of him.”

10 years ago 

B ‘‘Does the Mid-Atlantic region have 
too much racing?’’ The question was 
posed to a number of concerned parties 
by Joe Clancy Jr. While all agreed that the 
horse population had a difficult time fill¬ 
ing the races in the region, many failed to 
agree on what to do about it-mentioned 
was the possibihty of a circuit or fewer 
racing days. 

Not surprisingly, it was noted that tracks 
would hke to race fewer days and horse¬ 
men would hke to race more. Short fields 
mrn off bettors, therefore decreasing 
simulcasting revenues. Both sides admitted 
that small fields and unfilled races hurt the 
sport-and that cooperation would be a 
bonus. Said Lou Raffetto, chief operating 
officer of Laurel Park and Pimhco, which 
were running 220 days per year: “It’s going 
to be tough to get off that 220-day num¬ 
ber. I think we all need to sit back and give 
a httie. It doesn’t mean necessarily fewer 
days. Everybody has to put aside their self- 
serving interests to some extent. . . The 
most important thing right now is we need 
to work together.” 

Delaware Park offered an incentive to 
owners for the month of July: a $1,000 
bonus to all owners of starters in a race 
with eight or more uncoupled starters. 

B Mid-Atiantic-based Scott Lake, the 
nation’s leading trainer by wins in 2000, 
and topping the hst again midway through 
2001 , was also the subject of “character 
assassinations,” which, according to writer 
Bin Heller, were “. . . the unwanted residue 
of the incredible numbers he continues to 
put up as he races his stable of some 140 
horses, most of them claimers. . .” 

Lake, who took his first national train¬ 
ing title at the age of 35 and was second in 
the Echpse Award balloting, noted: “I’m 
just as happy winning a $2,500 race at Penn 
National as I am winning a stakes some¬ 
where else. I just want to win races. That’s 
what I want to do.” 

Lake got his first New York stakes win 
with Tax Affair, for his principal client, 
Richard Englander, on the 2001 Belmont 
Stakes undercard. 

B Riding a wave of success on a much 
smaller scale was PimHco-based trainer 
Valora (Lori) Testerman. The 44-year-old 
horsewoman, who had been down to a 
six-horse stable just three years earher, had 
star Disco Rico in her barn. The Maryland- 


bred son of Citidancer, owned by Fred and 
Joe DiRico, most recently had scored on 
Preakness day in the $200,000 Maryland 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3 and ranked 
as one of the best sprinters in the country. 
“You get a horse hke that once in a hfe- 
time,” Testerman said of the six-time stakes 
winner and Maryland-bred champion. 

Zy years ago 

B Two distinguished Maryland-breds got 
their sixth career stakes wins in June. 
Robert Meyerhoff’s Broad Brush remrned 
to winning form after a sohd Triple Crown 
run by taking the Grade 2 Ohio Derby at 
Thistledown. In his first start since finish¬ 
ing third in the Preakness Stakes-Gl, the 
well-traveled son of Ack Ack carried top 
weight, giving three to 14 pounds to his 
rivals, and beat Bolshoi Boy by a neck. 

“Once again. Broad Brush’s short atten¬ 
tion span made for a less-than clearcut vic¬ 
tory. In the lead by a half-length margin at 
the eighth pole, the colt pricked up his ears 
and required strong urging from [Gary] 
Stevens to complete the race.” Two weeks 
later. Broad Brush missed by a nose in a 
head bob in the $300,000 St. Paul Derby at 
Canterbury Park. 

The year-older Little Bold John got his 
second stakes win of the month by defeat¬ 
ing Castelets in the one-mile Protagonist 
Handicap on the main track at Laurel. He 
entered the race off a six-furlong turf score 
in Laurel’s Chieftain Handicap. Trainer 
Jerry Robb noted, “Little Bold John can do 
just about anything. Trying to decide what 
he does best isn’t easy because he does just 
about everything we ask him to.” 

JO years ago 

B A new yearling auction, advertised as 
the Eastern Fall Sales, was to be held in 
Timonium in early October. The two- 
day sale was an outgrowth of the annual 
Maryland Fall Sales at which yearlings 
were formerly sold along with brood¬ 
mares, weanlings and horses of racing age. 

Among the reasons given by Fasig- 
Tipton for the new sales policy: “Prestige 
of the yearling sale will be enhanced by 
giving it an identity of its own, creating 
greater interest among potential buyers 
and bringing in entries which now go to 
other auctions. . .” 

Bit was announced that Saggy, the lead¬ 
ing sire in the U.S., was to move to Larry 



Saggy, the leading sire in North America in 1961 
who stood his entire career in Maryland, was 
being syndicated by his owner Stanley Sagner. 

MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm in Bel Air. 
Stanley Sagner’s staUion, the sire of Carry 
Back, had stood his entire career at nearby 
Country Life Farm. 

The news came two months and one 
day after MacPhail staged a dispersal of his 
horses at Bel Air Race Course. “I’ve never 
gotten out of the horse business,” said 
MacPhail, “and I never said I had.” Saggy 
was in the process of being syndicated, 
with MacPhail as syndicate manager. 

B Maryland’s three mile tracks-Pimhco, 
Bowie and Laurel—were set to take over 
the operation of the race meets at 
Baltimore Raceway, the harness track 
located at Pulaski Highway and Martin 
Boulevard in Baltimore County, and Bel 
Air Race Course, managed by the Harford 
County Fair Association Inc. 

The agreement, which would go into 
effect January 1, would allow the three 
tracks to operate the racing (24 nights) and 
fair dates (12 days) normally assigned to 
those two tracks. The arrangement was to 
continue until 1965 unless legislation was 
secured in the interim to permit the trans¬ 
fer of those dates. 

Irving Blum, vice-president of both 
Baltimore Trotting Races Inc. and the fair 
association, said: “We are bowing out of 
the Maryland racing picture rather reluc¬ 
tantly. In making the move we were moti¬ 
vated not only by our duty to the stock¬ 
holders but by the best interests of Mary¬ 
land racing in general. 

“We have always maintained that some 
consohdation of the many racing fran¬ 
chises in the State is the only solution to 
prevent the economic suicide that is now 
facing the industry in Maryland. 

“Therefore, we cannot help but feel 
that this move could be the beginning of a 
broad scale solution to the whole Maryland 
racing industry. If for no other reason 
than that we feel that we have contributed 
something concrete to the sport.” 

Bel Aifs final race meet was held in 1961.

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Storied farm man 
Richard Harris leaves 
Country Life for 
country living 

by Maggie Kimmitt 



When Richard Harris re¬ 
tired in early June, it was more 
than the end of an era for 
Country Life Farm. During his 
27-year tenure at Maryland's 
oldest Thoroughbred nursery, 
located in Bel Air, Harris be¬ 
came as much a Pons family 
member as valued employee. 

"It seemed as though Rich¬ 
ard had always been here," 
said Country Life matriarch 
Mary Jo Pons. 

Mary Jo still vividly re¬ 
members the day Harris and 
two other men reported for 
work at the farm. Her hus¬ 
band, the late Joseph P. (Joe) 
Pons, served on the board of 
directors of The Mann House, 
a private, nonprofit substance 
abuse rehabilitation facility in 
downtown Bel Air. A recov¬ 
ered alcoholic himself. Pons 
had devoted a great deal of his 
time as a staunch advocate for 
others trying to rebuild their 
lives. 

"There were three men 
who came at that same time, 
when [sons] Josh and Michael 
were finishing with school," 


Mary Jo said. "Then there was 
a need for help because Josh, 
Michael and Joe had arranged 
for a couple of stallions to 
come to the farm, so there was 
work that needed to be done. 
Richard became more famil¬ 
iar with the mares, foals and 
stallions, and he became night 
watchman. 

"There was a signal-an 
old pump handle down in the 
barn-that Richard would use 


to alert Joe up here in the big 
house that a mare was about 
to foal. If Richard pumped 
that old cast-iron handle two 
or three times, there was a 
loud clanging noise, and we 
all knew that someone had 
better get down to the barn 
right away. I can still hear it to 
this day." 

It was Harris's affinity with 
mares and foals that eventu¬ 
ally earned him an important 




















place both in the storied tale of 
Country Life and the annals of 
American Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing. On April 18, 1990, Harris 
attended a Seattle Slew mare 
named Solar Slew during the 
delivery of a healthy bay colt 
by Palace Music. Later named 
Cigar, the colt won 16 straight 
races, was voted Horse of the 
Year in 1995 and 1996, and 
earned a North American re¬ 
cord $9,999,815 until Curlin 
surpassed him in 2008. 

While Harris surely took 
tremendous pride in the ac¬ 
complishments of Cigar-as 
he did in each of the foals 
he delivered-the humble 
West Virginia native typi¬ 
cally downplayed his role as 
Country Life's foaling man 
extraordinaire. In subsequent 
years, enthralled visitors to 
the farm were always intro¬ 
duced to Harris as "the man 
who foaled Cigar." As Josh 
Pons said, "It weren't noth¬ 
ing," was Harris's standard 
reply whenever the subject 
was raised. 

Born in Jenkin Jones, 
WVa., in December 1944, Har¬ 
ris is unanimously described 
by all of his Country Life

colleagues as painfully shy. 
"But," Mary Jo Pons shared, 
"you could write a book about 
Richard, and there are just so 
many wonderful stories." 

Not surprisingly, Har¬ 
ris's close bond with Joe Pons 
formed the nucleus of a great 
many of those tales. "He and 
Joe were the best of friends," 
Mary Jo said. "Joe had al¬ 
ways told Richard that if we 
ever got a really good colt, we 
were going to name it Jenkin 
Jones." That colt, by Malibu 
Moon out of Cautionary Tale 
(by Caveat), was born in Vir¬ 
ginia in 2002. Winner of the 
HBPA Governor's Cup Hand¬ 
icap at Charles Town in 2007, 
Jenkin Jones made 51 starts, 
won 10 and earned $268,855. 

Over the years, Harris be¬ 
came known for his weekly 
gatherings during the NFL 
season. "Each Monday night 
during football season, ev¬ 
ery man on the farm would 
be at Richard's house," said 
Mary Jo. "If you needed any 
man at all on this farm-Mi¬ 
chael, Josh, young Josh, 
August, Philip, David, Joe 
Pons-they'd ALL be at Rich¬ 
ard's, watching the game. Joe

would sit in a chair that Rich¬ 
ard named 'the mean chair.' 
And, of course, Joe controlled 
the remote from the mean 
chair. I don't know what the 
root of that was. And he didn't 
call Joe by his name; he called 
him 'Sky.' I have no idea why 
or how that started, and the 
boys don't know either. I've 
got a sneaky notion that one 
night when things were dull 
the two of them must have 
seen a movie together about 
Montana or something!" 

While Harris customar¬ 
ily resisted any notion of a 
celebratory send-off before 
leaving Maryland for Blue- 
field, W.Va., on June 11, his 
Country Life family did man¬ 
age to surprise him with a 
hugely significant parting gift. 
Co-worker Kevin Brown, a 
skilled woodworker, crafted 
an Adirondack-style chair out 
of a Country Life poplar tree 
that had fallen in a storm. The 
piece was presented to Harris 
as everyone gathered in the 
farm office a few days before 
his departure. 

"Kevin fashioned this 
chair for Richard out of wood

from Country Life," Mary Jo 
smiled. "He loved it." 

On Belmont Stakes day, 
Mike Pons, along with sons 
Philip and David, loaded the 
chair and the rest of Harris's 
belongings into the Country 
Life Farm pickup and goose¬ 
neck trailer and made the 
eight-hour drive to Bluefield, 
where Harris will live in a 
house not far from his brother 
and sister-in-law. Fishing and 
camping high on his to-do 
list, Harris plans to enjoy time 
with his family at Hungry 
Mother State Park in Smyth 
County, Va., long a favorite 
vacation destination. 

According to Mike Pons, 
"Richard is the older brother 
that we never had. It was bit¬ 
tersweet to see him go. He 
helped deliver about 1,200 
Maryland-bred foals, held 
mares for more than 10,000 
covers in the breeding shed 
[between foaling and breed¬ 
ing, those foals earned maybe 
$25 million] and drove prob¬ 
ably more than 100,000 tractor 
miles around here. If there is a 
Maryland Horse Hall of Fame, 
then he belongs in it." ^

Katharine Jenkins 



K, 


Latharine (Kitty) Jenkins, 
retired Master of the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds and a 
member of one of the most 
decorated families of horse- 
people in Maryland, died on 
June 26. She was 81. 


A daughter of Janon Fisher 
Jr., one of the founders of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation, Mrs. Jenkins grew 
up on The Caves farm in Ec- 
cleston. She received wide¬ 
spread praise for develop¬ 


ing Mountain Dew, a horse 
she personally hunted and 
turned over to her brother, 
Janon Fisher III, to ride in 
timber races. Trained by her 
father. Mountain Dew went 
on to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup three times (1962, '65 and 
'67) and the Maryland Grand 
National six times (1962-63, 
1965-68), twice defeating the 
legendary Jay Trump. Frank 
Bell, who worked for the Fish¬ 
ers for decades, recalled in a 
story for The Maryland Horse in 
April 1989, that upon Moun¬ 
tain Dew's retirement from 
racing, he "went back to fox¬ 
hunting [with Mrs. Jenkins] 
and kept going until he was 23 
years old." 

A devoted foxhunter, ac¬ 
complished rider and busi¬ 
ness-like field master, Mrs. 
Jenkins was appointed joint- 
Master of the Green Spring 
Valley in 1975, and served as 
Master until her retirement in 
1987. Her father had also been 
a master of Green Spring, 
when appointed in 1922. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup 
has been a family legacy dat¬ 
ing back to the late 1930s, 
when Mrs. Jenkins's father 


trained three-time Hunt Cup 
winner Blockade. This spring, 
Mrs. Jenkins's sister, Julie 
Fisher Colhoun, won the Hunt 
Cup as co-owner of Private 
Attack. 

Mrs. Jenkins remained ac¬ 
tive upon retiring, and was 
remembered by current joint- 
Master of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds, Sheila Brown: 

"She loved hounds, horses 
and hunting; even after retire¬ 
ment she would drive her po¬ 
ny trap over to the kennels to 
make sure everything was just 
so. It was a treat to bring the 
new entry over for her inspec¬ 
tion, and we would always 
let her know the first day we 
were going to put hounds in 
the covert, so she could get up 
at the crack of dawn and lis¬ 
ten to the hound music in the 
corn." 

Mrs. Jenkins's husband, 
Charles Frick Jenkins, was 
vice-president of Alex Brown 
Realty Inc. and a member of 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Club when he died in October 
1977 at age 50. Mrs. Jenkins 
lived in Glyndon, across the 
road from Green Spring's ken¬ 
nels. ^

Bold Affair scores 
in lucrative 
Jostle Stakes 

Mike Zanella and Charles 
Reed's homebred Bold Affair 
rallied from last under jockey 
Stewart Elliott, overcame a 
wide trip and outfinished fa¬ 
vored Strike the Moon to win 
the $200,000 Jostle Stakes by a 
length on June 11 at Parx Rac¬ 
ing. It was the first stakes win 
for the 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred filly and avenged a nar¬ 
row defeat three weeks earlier 
at Pimlico in the Miss Preak- 
ness Stakes. 

Breaking from the outside 
post in the field of six sopho¬ 
more fillies. Bold Affair trailed 
in the opening furlong of the 
main track test and found 
herself stuck well out into the 
middle of the track the entire 
run down the backstretch. 

Bold Affair began her rally 
five wide turning for home 
and forged a slight lead over 
early pacesetters Strike the 
Moon and Ms. Cruisen'. All 
three had had rough trips as 
they came to the final furlong. 
Ms. Cruisen' had been stuck 
on the inside of a five-way 
fight for the lead. Strike the 
Moon had been with that pace 
battle fighting on in heavy 


traffic and Bold Affair by far 
had the longest distance to 
travel. Having taken the lead 
turning for home. Bold Af¬ 
fair would not give it up. Ms. 
u Cruisen' finally surrendered 
o' down at the rail, but Strike the 
I Moon fought on. Through the 
§ last furlong. Bold Affair was 
^ going just slightly better and 
I edged away from her game 
5 rival to win by a hard-fought

g Sent off at 4-1, Bold Affair, 
trained by Howard Wolfen- 
dale, paid $10 to win. The fi¬

A daughter of one of Mary¬ 
land's all-time top sires, the 
recently deceased Two Punch, 
Bold Affair is out of the stakes- 
winning Colonial Affair mare 
Hunka Hunka Lori Z. Pur¬ 
chased by Reed out of the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale in 1999 
for $7,000, Hunka Hunka Lori 
Z campaigned for Reed and 
Zanella throughout her career, 
in which she made 34 starts, 
won seven races and earned 
$266,533. Among her victories 
were the Caesar's Wish Stakes 
at Pimlico and Stefanita Stakes 
at Laurel Park. 

Bold Affair is Hunka 
Hunka Lori Z's third win¬ 
ner from three foals, and a 
full sister to $143,0 75-earner 
Lori Z's Punch. Unraced at 2, 
Bold Affair swept to an eight- 
length score in a six-furlong 
maiden special weight in her 
debut on April 10 at Pimlico 
and followed that four weeks 
later with a nearly four-length 
romp while under a hand ride 
in allowance company. Taking 
the next step, the chestnut filly 
went to the post for the Miss 
Preakness Stakes in which 


she finished a game third, 
beaten less than a length by R 
Holiday Mood and Strike the 
Moon. With her stakes win. 
Bold Affair boosted her career 
earnings to $163,020 from four 
starts. 

Hunka Hunka Lori Z has 
not had a live foal since pro¬ 
ducing Bold Affair and did 
not conceive the past two 
breeding seasons. 



Colony Club 
surprises in Fort 
Monmouth Stakes 

Owner/ trainer Alexandra 
S. White's Colony Club sat 
off the early pace before mov¬ 
ing strongly through the lane 
to wear down pacesetter Ah- 
vee's Destiny in the $65,000 
Fort Monmouth Stakes at 
Monmouth Park on June 4. 

The victory proved extra 
special for White, as it was the 
trainer's first stakes victory. 
It was also a special win for 
rider Forest Boyce, who won 
her first career race as a jockey 
aboard Colony Club on June 
30,2009, at Colonial Downs. 

Colony Club covered the 
five and a half furlongs over 
firm turf in 1:02.17 and re¬ 
turned $23.60, $9.80 and $6. 
Ahvee's Destiny held for sec¬ 
ond, a half-length back. The 
exacta returned $154.60. 

"She's a very nice filly," 
Boyce said. "You can put her 
wherever. She can race on the 
lead or from behind. She's a 
tough little filly, and every¬ 
thing worked out well today." 

White, who trains Colo¬ 
ny Club off Andor Farm in 
Monkton, sent her out three 
weeks later to finish fifth, 
beaten just over two lengths, 
in Colonial Downs's Buckland 
Stakes. 

A 5-year-old Maryland- 
bred mare by Lion Hearted, 
Colony Club sports a record 
of 5-4-0 from 14 lifetime starts. 


She has banked $142,169 for 
White, who purchased her as 
a yearling for $7,500 out of the 
consignment of breeder Bohe¬ 
mia Stable at the 2007 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. 

A member of one of the 
late Allaire duPont's famed 
broodmare lines. Colony Club 
is the first stakes performer 
out of the Wild Again mare 
Wild Shine, a full sister to 2003 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Shine Again, the million¬ 
aire who was champion state- 
bred older mare three con¬ 
secutive years (2001 to 2003) 
g and champion sprinter twice. 
I Shine Again captured seven 
£ stakes, including back-to-back 
S editions of Saratoga's Balle¬ 
rina Handicap-Gl. Wild Shine 
is also a half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Shiny Band. 

Wild Shine produced Col¬ 
ony Club as her fourth foal. 
The mare, who has four win¬ 
ners from six foals of racing 
age, died at the age of 9 after 
producing eventual winner 
Punta Sal, a colt by Aptitude, 
in 2008. ^ 

Triple Dip gets 
stakes win in first 
timber start 

In his first sanctioned tim¬ 
ber start, Michael A. Smith's 
Triple Dip posted a signifi¬ 
cant upset by notching a two- 
length victory in the $50,000 
Mason Houghland Memorial 
at the Iroquois Steeplechase 
in Nashville, Tenn., on May 
14. Trained by Jimmy Day and 
ridden by champion jockey 
Paddy Young, the 8-year- 
old gelding by Storm Broker 
had not made an official start 
since May 15, 2010, when he 
was pulled up at Malvern in 
a claiming hurdle race.

Stanley Mankinds Wild 
Jacob rallied strongly in the 
stretch to catch leader Fairing 
in the final strides and capture 
the $60,000 Prairie Mile Stakes 
on the evening of June 4 at 
Prairie Meadows. Making his 
stakes debut. Wild Jacob won 
the one-mile race for 3-year- 
olds by a half-length and com¬ 
pleted the distance in 1:37.88. 

The race was marred by a 
horrific accident between the 
three-sixteenths and furlong 
markers in which one of the 
early leaders fell, causing a 
chain reaction that took three 
other runners down with him.

Trained by Doug Ander¬ 
son, Wild Jacob has won three 
of his four starts since April 2, 
and just missed when second 
by a neck in his prior outing 
on May 14 at Prairie Mead¬ 
ows. From seven lifetime 
starts, he has three wins, a sec¬ 


ond and two thirds for total 
earnings of $86,814. 

A gelded son of Eurosilver, 
Wild Jacob was bred in Mary¬ 
land by Bohemia Stable out of 
the Cozzene mare Let's Coast. 
He was sold by his breeder at 
the 2009 Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber yearling sale for $11,000, 
with Mankin signing the ticket. 

A descendant from anoth¬ 
er successful Allaire duPont 
family. Wild Jacob is the sec¬ 
ond foal, and second stakes 
performer, for Let's Coast. Her 
hrst foal. Star Anna (f., 2007, 
by Domestic Dispute), was the 
runnerup in the 2010 Mary¬ 
land Filly Championship 
Stakes and has earned $96,268 
to date. 

Let's Coast is a half-sister 
to multiple stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Kitty 
Knight, a daughter of Capote 
who earned $195,656. Wild Ja¬ 
cob's third dam. Give a Toast, 
was a $235,000 Keeneland July 
Yearling sale purchase and 
went on to win four stakes, 
including the Beaugay Handi- 
cap-G3, and earn $222,766. 

Now 10, Let's Coast pro¬ 
duced a filly by Two Punch 
this year and has a Scat Daddy 
yearling filly, both bred in the 
name of Mrs. duPont's daugh¬ 
ter, Lana Wright. Her current 
2-year-old, a filly by Harlan's 
Holiday named Harlan's 
Crown, was sold as part of the 
Bohemia Stable dispersal at 
the 2010 Keeneland January 
sale for $37,000. ^

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A letter from the president 

Dear fellow TBANJ members. 

On June 21, 2011, the NJTHA, Morris Bailey and the NJSEA finally reached an agreement allowing Mr. 
Bailey to take over control of Monmouth Park. The formal agreement now only requires Governor Christie to 
sign off on the deal. 

The terms of the agreement were presented to the NJTHA general membership at a meeting open to 
TBANJ members at Monmouth Park on June 16. 

Under the terms of the deal, Monmouth Park will race 71 days, and Mr. Bailey will take over the profitable 
off-track wagering facility in Woodbridge and the New Jersey account wagering system in partnership with 
Jeffrey Gural. He will also receive licenses to build and operate four more OTWs and will enter into a joint 
venture agreement with Mr. Gural to build out additional OTWs. Purse levels will be similar to what we have 
experienced thus far in the 2011 Monmouth Park meet. 

Throughout the long and remarkably frustrating negotiation process, the TBANJ was fortunate to have 
the NJTHA advocating on its behalf The state intended to exclude us from the Monmouth Park deal, but 
the NJTHA made it a condition, since day one, that TBANJ funding and incentives must be preserved. We 
must give full credit to President John Forbes and the NJTHA board for looking out for our interests and 
taking the hard line that no deal would be signed by the NJTHA unless it included protection for the breeders^ 
interests. Absent Forbeses insistence, the breeders would have been cut out of the deal entirely, as the NJSFA 
and the governors representatives made it very clear at every turn that they would not provide funding for the 
breeders. 

In my speech at the breeders^ award luncheon on opening day, I expressed my concern over a number of 
TBA issues which the state seemed unwilling to resolve (or even address), including: the number of restricted 
Jersey-bred races; purses for Jersey-breds running in open company and on Jersey-bred Festival Day; and 
annual funding for our Jersey-bred awards program. Thanks to the insistence of the NJTHA president and 
board, these concerns were resolved in the NJTHA-Bailey-NJSFA deal, and we will be protected by their 
agreement. The agreement guarantees a minimum of two restricted Jersey-bred races per day and provides for 
continuing payment of purse enhancements, the 40 percent bonus to Jersey-breds that finish first through 
third in open company, and annual funding of the $775,000 contribution that the NJSFA has provided on an 
annual basis since 1986. 

With regard to the $775,000 annual contribution, in the history of the TBANJ, there has never been a time 
when breeders have had a guarantee of this vital contribution. Recently, it appeared that this contribution, 
because it was voluntary on the part of the NJSFA, might not be made this year or ever again. We can rest 
easier now, knowing that the contribution will no longer be discretionary but is expressly guaranteed under 
the NJTHA-Bailey-NJSFA deal. 

We look forward to the governor signing off on the NJTHA-Bailey-NJSFA deal and to all of us moving 
forward with a successful meet at Monmouth Park... finally!!

Owners’ Day tribute Virginia represented at 

kind to members medication summit 


T he Virginia HBPA held its 
annual Owners’ Day tribute 
at Colonial Downs on June 18 
as part of the Saturday race card, 
featuring three stakes races on 
the turf—the Colonial Turf Cup 
($500,000, 3-year-olds and up at 
one and three-sixteenths miles), 
Edward P. Evans All Along-G 3 
($100,000, 3-year-olds and up, 
fillies and mares at one and one- 
eighth miles) and Da Hoss Stakes 
($50,000, 3-year-olds and up at 
one mile). 

The event began with a 
reception in theVHBPA building 
on the backside. Owners, train¬ 
ers and friends ofVirginia racing 
were served a banquet of food 
and drink while they watched 
the 5 p.m. start of racing from the 
VHBPA’s patio. 

After the first few races, cere¬ 
monies moved to the grandstand. 
All winning owners received a 
special VHBPA engraved glass 
picture frame to hold the tradi¬ 
tional winner’s circle photo.

VHBPA board members fared 
well on the card. Treasurer David 
Ross won an optional claim¬ 
ing race with McNamara, trained 
by Michael Pino and ridden by 
Corey Nakatani. Susan Cooney 
trained maiden special weight 
winner Alta Boy, owned by Quest 
Realty and ridden by Sheldon 
Russell. Stephanie Nixon missed 
winning the Da Hoss Stakes by 
a nose with Action Andy, owned 
by Robert Gerczak and ridden by 
Alfredo Clemente. 

Maryland-based trainers also 
had a good day. Graham Motion 
won the Edward P. Evans AU 
Along with Aruna, owned by 
Haxman Holdings Ltd., and rid¬ 
den by Ramon Dominguez. 
Motion finished second in the 
Turf Cup with Augustin Stable’s 
Smart Bid, ridden by Edgar 
Prado. Tom Voss won the Da Hoss 
Stakes with Followmyfootsteps, 
owned by Merriefield Farm with 
R^iv Maragh in the irons. 



A two-day meeting, titled 
“International Summit on 
Race Day Medication, EIPH and 
the Race Horse,” was held at 
Belmont Park on June 13-14. 
The National HBPA sent CEO 
Remi BeUoq, veterinary advi¬ 
sor Dr. Thomas T. Tobin, Florida 
HBPA executive director Kent 
Stirling and Virginia HBPA exec¬ 
utive director Frank Petramalo Jr. 
as its representatives. 

The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss race-day use of 
furosemide (Lasix). It was 
prompted by a proposal earlier 
this year from the Association of 
Racing Commissioners Interna¬ 
tional (RCI) to ban Lasix on race 
day. The summit was sponsored 
by the National Thoroughbred 
Racing Association (NTRA), the 
Association of Equine Practi¬ 
tioners (AAEP) and the Racing 
Medication and Testing Con¬ 
sortium (RMTC). 

Summit participants includ¬ 
ed a cross-section of North 
American racing stakeholders and 
their counterparts from England, 
Ireland and Hong Kong. Hong 
Kong does not allow Lasix use 
in training or racing. England 
and Ireland allow it in training 
but not racing. The United States 
permits Lasix use both in training 
and on race day. 

The veterinary panelists 
agreed that: (1) Horses bleed 
in the lungs in varying degrees 
because of the exertion and stress 
of racing (exercise induced pul¬ 
monary hemorrhaging, or EIPH); 
(2) there is a direct relationship 
between the severity of bleeding 
and a horse’s performance in a 
race; (3) untreated EIPH may lead 
to serious lung disease; (4) Lasix is 
a safe and effective treatment that 
prevents and lessens the severity 


of pulmonary bleeding; and, (5) 
properly regulated and adminis¬ 
tered Lasix does not mask the use 
of illegal drugs. 

Trainer/panelists Christophe 
Clement, Graham Motion and 
Richard MandeUa supported the 
use of Lasix because of its effec¬ 
tiveness as a therapeutic medica¬ 
tion. They said many of their 
horses, including the very best, 
could not race without it. Panelist 
John Size, an Australian who 
trains in Hong Kong, has to do 
so without Lasix. He makes do in 
training with such other medica¬ 
tions as clenbuterol, a broncho- 
dilator also used in the United 
States. 

Regulators from England, 
Ireland and Hong Kong explained 
that their jurisdictions prohibit 
race-day Lasix use to instill pub¬ 
lic confidence in the integrity 
of racing. They did not dispute 
the preponderance of EIPH or 
the efficacy of Lasix in treating 
it. Horses that bleed severely are 
either retired or “sold to the 
Americans” who can use Lasix. 

The RMTC is now review¬ 
ing all the information presented 
at the summit and will make 
recommendations to the RCI. 
Sometime toward the end of the 
year, the RCI may draft a model 
rule on race-day medication for 
consideration by state regulators 
in racing jurisdictions. 
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Aaron’s Way makes a 
name for himself 


wner/breeder Wade 
Sanderson decided to 
honor his son, Aaron, 
and brand an attractive 
bay coit (Yes It's True—Malibu Sue, 
by Malibu Moon) with his youngest 
child's first name. 

On Saturday, June 18, the 
muscular West Virginia-bred 
continued to master the local 
competition as he enthusiastically 
pulled away to a five-length decision 
in the $50,000 Coin Collector Stakes, 
his fourth victory in four starts. 

Aaron's Way is owned by 
Longfield Racing, the stable of Wade 
Sanderson, Patricia Sanderson (his 
sister) and David Leonard III and 
trained by Chris Keller. 

Some owners of stakes horses 
are seen dining in the clubhouse or 
wiping the race track clay off a new 
pair of Gucci shoes in the paddock. 
Not Sanderson, who believes in a 
hands-on approach to ownership. 


"\ have been raised to 
appreciate hard work and the 
results it obtains," Sanderson said. 

"I don't think my crew (grooms Alison 
Allen and Theo Yates) at the barn 
view me as their boss, but more of 
an assistant. When you pay the bills, 

I think you should be there to ensure 
things are done to your satisfaction." 

Longfield Farm originally was 
the property of legendary West 
Virginia breeder Ralph Thomas until 
2003, when Sanderson and the 
partnership purchased it. 

"We bought the farm and 
everything on it," Sanderson said, 
including machinery, structures, 
livestock and Malibu Sue, then a 
weanling. The dam of Aaron's Way 
went on to win five of 11 starts, 
including the West Virginia Division 
of Tourism Breeders Classic and the 
inaugural Eleanor Casey Memorial 
Stakes. Malibu Sue also began 
Sanderson's longtime relationship 
with jockey Matt McGowan. 


Sanderson has a 2-year-old filly 
by Cherokee Run out of Malibu Sue 
on the farm only weeks away from 
entering training. The owner/breeder 
recently offered a few insights. 

Question: What compelled you to 
take a modest West Virginia-bred filly 
and breed her to an expensive out- 
of-state stallion? 

Answer: Granted, at the time. 

Yes It's True stood in the vicinity of a 
$37,000 stud fee, but Malibu Moon's 
stock was going through the roof. His 
popularity in the Mid-Atlantic region 
was expanding nationally, and I felt 
to be successful in West Virginia, one 
must breed a quality individual. 

Q: Some detractors say foaling 
numbers are down, and that to 
spend exorbitant amounts of money 
on pedigree is foolish. What do you 
think? 

A: My opinion is strictly my own, 
but to win a race in West Virginia 
now has become increasingly 
more difficult. Parity is the buzzword. 



West Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
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and on any given race night West 
Virginia-bred runners hoid their own 
versus wide-open company. Take, 
for instance, the ninth race on Sprint 
Festival night when local champion 
Russell Road took the measure 
of Comedero. I understand the 
economics of the game, but as the 
number of foals decreases, the pool 
of money available for state-breds 
will ultimately drive people back into 
the business. 

Q: Can you talk about Aaron's 
Way as a youngster and his maturing 
process? 

A: He was a very robust horse 
with a strong-willed personality as 
evidenced in his recent training. I 
also won't deny that we tried to sell 
him as a weanling and yearling. 

Q: Can you elaborate? 

A: It is no secret that Aaron's 
Way is very lightly raced, and many 
questions surrounded his fitness level 
leading up to the Coin Collector 
Stakes. Last year we were forced to 
stop on him after his win in the Henry 
Mercer Memorial because a filly 


was loose in the barn two days after 
the race, and in typical colt fashion 
he banged his knee on the stall 
screen, necessitating a vacation. 
This year, after his win over a sloppy 
track, once again time became a 
determining factor in our training 
regime. 

Q: Were you afraid his lack of 
preparation would lead to his first 
defeat? 

A: Chris and I generally train 
harder up to a race than I did with 
Aaron for the Coin Collector, but 
he was so sharp and had dropped 
the exercise rider the week of the 
race; we took a more conservative 
approach and sent him to the pool 
to try and curb his overzealousness. 

Q: Are there any future plans to 
test Aaron's stamina? 

A: Yes. If he comes out of this 
race in good order, we are shooting 
for the Robert G. Leavitt Stakes on 
August 6 at seven furlongs. 

Q: You talked about Chris, Allison 
and Theo. Are there any other team 


members that deserve a share of 
the credit? 

A: Yes. I cannot forget my vet. 
Chip Daniel. He has been a great 
help to me aiding in my decisions 
and keeping an eye on Aaron both 
on the farm and at the track. Also 
my exercise rider, Donny Mele, and 
friend and jockey Matt McGowan. 
Matt believes in this horse and is my 
eyes and ears when we work him. 

Down Town Allen takes 
express route 

Interestingly, the fifth race on 
the Sprint Festival program marked 
the return to action for Down Town 
Allen, also named for a trainer's son 
and handled by jockey McGowan. 
Fleavily favored, Down Town Allen 
made the $50,000 Fancy Buckles 
Stakes her 10th victory in 17 tries, 

The 4-year-old Windsor Castle 
Ally, owned and trained by John 
A. Casey, out of the Roy mare Like 
Down Town, showed little rust in her 
first start since October's $250,000 
Cavada Stakes.
